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Secondary Nature 


With expectation I read Dr. Pike’s 
short article (“The Individual”) in the 
September issue, on the value of bibli- 
cal genealogies. 

Undoubtedly our Savior and God is 
intensely interested in the individual, but 
should we not rest this truth on the 
foundation of other passages of Scrip- 
ture which seem to display it more 
clearly?

That is to 
say, God full well knew that no salva- 
tion truth would come via the genealo- 
gies but instead He realized that the 
yearning of the Jew to list and remember 
his ancestors would turn out to be a 
valuable tool in the hands of His 20th 
century children for the substantiating 
of the veracity of the other parts of 
Scripture at a time when many claim the

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THE POPE DIES 


Never did any man learn more in so 
short a time. The breath of life departed 
from Pope Pius XII and he became 
what men call dead. At that instant he 
learned: (1) that he was never the vicar 
of Christ; (2) that there is no such 
place as Purgatory; (3) that Mary 
never heard any of his prayers; (4) that 
salvation is not a system of restoration 
by sacraments—that baptismal water 
never removes original sin and that the 
bloodless eucharist never provides the 
ground for removal of other sins. 

Can such a man be in Heaven? We 
may thank God that we do not have to 
answer that question. But we must re- 
mark that according to the Bible the 
Pope was a blind leader of the blind, 
and that within Christendom he was 
the head of a system that disseminates 
theological error. If, by the marvelous 
grace of God, he is in Heaven, he has 
learned that Luther was right, and that 
salvation is by grace through faith plus 
nothing. 

On the day of the Pope’s funeral I 
attended a meeting of ministers and at 
the luncheon one of the men told a 
“joke” that had an element of sadness. 
According to this minister, the Pope 
reached the pearly gates and banged 
loudly. After some time Peter came and 
asked who was there. When he learned 
that it was Pius XII he cried, “Why 
don’t you use your keys? You have 
them, don’t you?” 

“Yes,” replied Pius, “I have the keys, 
but Martin Luther has changed the 
locks.” 

The truth, of course, is that the door 
is wide open and that no keys are 
needed for an open door. Luther 
changed no locks, but he did cry out 
against the system that made men more 
conscious of locks and keys than they 
were of the door. 

How wonderful that the Lord Jesus 
is the Door! The entrance to a sheep- 
fold is not a magnificently ornate door 
of jubilee through which a Pope passes 
once every quarter of a century, but a 
rough-hewn, weatherbeaten, simple 
door, against which anyone may push 
and find it swinging freely to let him 
in. Oh, what comfort there is in the 
Lord Jesus! What joy that He is not 
form, ceremony and liturgy! What con- 
tentment to rest inside the fold in per- 
fect safety and never fear the wolves 
that are without! The jangling of keys 
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and the baying of wolves cannot molest 
the lamb that has entered the fold of 
the Good Shepherd. 


STOP! LOOK! LISTEN! 

Although it may be a shocking 
thought to many people, it is biblically 
true that all of Satan’s errors are put 
forth in the name of God. A counter- 
feiter issues no coin with his own name 
upon it; he engraves the name of a na- 
tion on it and passes it to the unwary 
in the name of the nation, but for his 
own profit. 

As early as 1560 a proverb was cur- 
rent in England that wherever God 
builds a church the devil will build a 
chapel nearby. Later, Daniel Defoe, 
author of Robinson Crusoe, wrote: 


Wherever God erects a house of prayer, 
The devil always builds a chapel there: 
And ’twill be found upon examination, 
The devil has a larger congregation. 


It is very important, therefore, that 
we should carefuliy consider anyone 
who professes to speak in the name of 
the Lord. How shall he be judged? The 
answer has been revealed to us—he 
shall be judged by the Word of God.

Any man or system that offers salva- 
tion apart from the blood sacrifice of 
the Lord Jesus Christ is in direct op- 
position to the divine revelation. “And 
there is salvation in no one else, for 
there is no other name under heaven 
given among men by which we must 
be saved” (Acts 4:12). 

Any man or system that denies that 
Jesus is the Christ the Son of the living 
God, born without human father and 
raised from the dead in a real body, is 
in contradiction to the Word of God. 
“Any one who goes ahead and does not 
abide in the doctrine of Christ does not 
have God” (II John 9). 

Yet many false teachers are putting 
forth soul-destroying errors in the 
name of God. Consequently, spiritual 
discernment is one of the most impor- 
tant gifts of the Holy Spirit. We must 
spend time with the Word so that we 
can sense immediately the alien voice 
that speaks in soft tones and covers 
harsh errors with a thin wash of truth. 
All is not gold that glitters and all is 
not God that talks religion. 


ALDOUS HUXLEY AND DRUGS 

In a recent issue of Saturday Eve- 
ning Post Aldous Huxley wrote on 
“Drugs that Shape Men’s Minds.” The 
article proclaims that various natural 
drugs which have been used for cen- 
turies to induce visions or to bring on 
euphoria are now supplanted by bio- 
chemical discoveries that enable an in- 
dividual to surpass himself and reach 
a self-realization never before known. 

Huxley states, “When administered 
in the right kind of psychological 
environment, these chemical mind 
changers make possible a genuine re- 
ligious experience. Thus a person who 
takes [certain drugs] may suddenly 
understand—not only intellectually but 
organically, experientially—the mean- 
ing of such tremendous religious affir- 
mations as ‘God is love,’ or “Though 
He slay me, yet will I trust in Him.” 

He concludes, “In one way or an- 
other, the world’s ecclesiastical author- 
ities will have to come to terms with 
the new mind Poem sala They may 
come to terms with them negatively, 
by refusing to have anything to do with 
them. In that case, a psychological 
phenomenon, potentially of great spir- 
itual value, will manifest itself outside 
the pale of organized religion. On the 
other hand, they may choose to come 
to terms with the mind changers in 
some positive way—exactly how, I am 
not prepared to guess. 

“My own belief is that, though they 
may start by being something of an em- 
barrassment, these new mind changers 
will tend in the long run to deepen the 
spiritual life of the communities in 
which they are available. That famous 
‘revival of religion, about which so 
many people have been talking for so 
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long, will not come about as the result 
of evangelistic mass meetings or the 
television appearances of photogenic 
clergymen. It will come about as the 
result of biochemical discoveries that 
will make it possible for large num- 
bers of men and women to achieve a 
radical self-transcendence and a deeper 
understanding of the nature of things. 
And this revival of religion will be at 
the same time a revolution. 

“From being an activity mainly con- 
cerned with symbols, religion will be 
transformed into an activity concerned 
mainly with experience and intuition— 
an everyday mysticism underlying and 
giving significance to everyday ration- 
ality, everyday tasks and duties, every- 
day human relationships.” 

Huxley has long been an outspoken 
humanist. His writings over the years 
reveal him as one who places not the 
slightest credence in the Bible or in 
God. If he lays claim to any faith in a 
“god” it is most certainly not in the 
God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

As Huxley’s prophecy comes true 
and vast numbers of individuals become 
addicts to pills even more harmful than 
tranquilizers, Christians will continue 
to deal with the wreckage that will fol- 
low, just as we have dealt with human 
wreckage in all centuries. 

At the beginning of his article 
Huxley really sells out his position. He 
states: “Human beings are immensely 
complicated creatures, living simul- 
taneously in a half dozen different 
worlds. . . . None of our motives is un- 
mixed, none of our actions can be 
traced back to a single source.” As a 
matter of fact, all human actions can be 
traced to the single source of sin’s en- 
trance into the world. “In Adam all 
died.” This is what Huxley refuses to 
believe and beginning at this original 
departure from truth, he goes on to all 
his ends of error. 

Already thousands of ministers are 
dealing with the effects of benzedrine 
addiction among their parishoners, and 
we know that the use of these and other 
drugs is becoming widespread among 
those who are uninterested in the 
church. There will be no embarrass- 
ment for ministers who are faithful to 
the Word of God, for they know that 
the “mind changers” will have no effect 
on the Christian. The believer in Christ 
is born again and possesses new life 
that comes from the work of the Holy 
Spirit applying the effects of the death 
of Christ to his heart and life. Bio- 
chemistry cannot compete with the 
Holy Spirit. 

The most serious aspect of all this 
is that Huxley may have laid his finger 
on something that will prepare vast 
numbers of people for the great irrup- 
tion of demon power to come upon the 
world at the time of the end.

SURVEY 
Ok 
THE 
YEAR

ne SANDS of time are sinking and 
the moment has come to turn the hour glass over. 1958 
comes to a close. In today’s world explosions may take 
place at any moment that will revise our estimate of 
the importance of men and events. But at this moment 
our appraisal of the year stands as follows. 

We begin at Jerusalem. The life of Israel has been 
stable even in the midst of events and conflicts on all her 
borders that could have touched off another world war. 
Israel is now ten years old. These sturdy people, 
brought back from all countries, have continued to 
drive deeper stakes and to strengthen their economic 
life. The tough Israeli Army is still the secret terror of 
the Arab world and the one force which has deterred 
Nasser from further encroachment in the Near East. 

It has been a sorry year for Egypt. With great fan- 
fare the United Arab Republic was declared, and 
Syria was joined to Egypt. Within a few months, how- 
ever, it was evident that the economy of Syria was be- 
ing forced to yield what blood it had, for the benefit of 
Egypt. A revolution took place in Iraq. The royal fam- 
ily and the conservative ministers were murdered. 
Urgently needed land reforms were begun. The rev- 
olutionaries were fighting between themselves, and be- 
fore year’s end Aref had been arrested and Kassem 
was dictator. There was no change towards the West. 
Iraq could not exist without its annual $200 million 
oil royalties. The knowledge that this money would go 
to oilless Egypt deterred any thought of alliance with 
Nasser. 

The revolution in Iraq caused the quick landing of 


American troops in Lebanon. The reason we did not 
land in Hungary in 1956 was that there only needy 
people were involved while in the Near East there was 
oil. One cannot be other than cynical about the ruth- 
lessness of world foreign policy. Turkey moved steadily 
toward absolute dictatorship while the problem on 
Cyprus remained unsolved and perhaps unsolvable. In 
desert Jordan the straw man was kept standing erect by 
British and American “loans.” Nasser would have oc- 
cupied Jordan in a moment but for his fear of the 
Israeli Army. The arrival of British troops in Jordan 
stopped both him and Israel and perhaps thereby had 
much more justification than our movement into 
Lebanon. 

Egypt also found herself opposed on her southern 
borders. The Sudan, now in its third year of inde- 
pendence from Britain and Egypt, was feeling its 
nationalism and could only express it by strongly 
opposing Nasser. A chief justice of the Sudanese Su- 
preme Court ruefully stated that Sudan was in a diffi- 
cult spot because nobody could be blamed but the 
Sudanese for their difficulties. Hitherto, all that was 
wrong with the country had been blamed on the 
British. 

Nkrumah tightened his grips on Ghana. More chiefs 
were de-stooled. The regional assemblies set up by the 
British to balance the central government were being 
shorn of their strength, and central power was becom- 
ing almost final. There is no present danger from this 
because of the high personal integrity of Nkrumah, but 
if death should remove him, his successors might turn 
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“Our choice of General Mao as Man of the year is strictly from the 
criteria of worldly history. The man who can bring Khrushchev 
across Asia to his doorstep and cause him to reverse his policy 
before the whole world must be admitted to have unbelievably 


great power.” 


Africa into an even darker continent. Any form of 
government must be judged on what it becomes when 
headed by a weak man. Hitler, Mussolini, and Stalin 
were essentially weak men. They brought disaster. 

Many changes took place in the Africa that lies 
south of the Sahara. In an astounding manner, Charles 
de Gaulle had touched every French possession and 
carried all French Africa with him. The one excep- 
tion was La Guin’e which voted itself into independ- 
ence. Within three months it began to regret this 
decision. Elsewhere in French Africa it was being real- 
ized that De Gaulle, by the master stroke of offering 
immediate independence, had forced timid peoples to 
accept partnership in a French commonwealth. As one 
black leader expressed it, “Independence isn’t worth 
very much if it is given to you. You have to fight for it!” 

In the Union of South Africa, the advocates of 
apartheid were tightening their stranglehold on that na- 
tion. Hendrik Verwoerd filled the vacancy left by the 
death of Johannes Strijdom. Black men have long been 
forced to carry identity cards which had to be counter- 
signed by some white authority when the holder 
changed jobs or stayed in a town other than his resi- 
dence for more than 72 hours. After 9,000 of such 
“reference books” had been issued, Verwoerd’s govern- 
ment tried to force this system on the black women of 
Johannesburg. The result was a massive resistance 
that filled the jails and kept police swinging sticks and 
putting handcuffs on crowds of protesting women. The 
trouble seemed to be only beginning. It was a situation 
that could not remain static. 

In North Africa the personality and political acu- 
men of De Gaulle had worked marvels, although he was 
not able to settle the problems of the troubled Med- 
iterranean belt. Algeria voted overwhelmingly for the 
new constitution. The power-hungry, revolutionary 
F.L.N. party could not wreak its horrors on three 
million voters, and as a result, even the Moslems 
voted for France. But when the time for elections 
came, no Moslem candidates presented themselves for 
fear of being murdered. There was, nevertheless, a 
step toward peace. Morocco and Tunis, reconciled to 
working with De Gaulle’s France, issued a joint state- 
ment of solidarity that ruled Nasser out of the Mediter- 
ranean picture. 

India, with its 400 million population rapidly mov- 
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ing towards the half-billion mark, was still seeking a 
place of neutrality between the great forces of Russia 
and America. The second half of the 20th century is a 
difficult era for small and neutral nations. 

Nehru published his own thoughts in a remarkable 
essay in the journal of the Indian Congress party. It is 
not only a simple but blistering indictment of Com- 
munism, but also pictures a western world that has ad- 
vanced in knowledge beyond its ability to control or di- 
rect that knowledge. He writes: “Religion comes into 
conflict with rationalism. The disciplines of religion and 
social usage fade away without giving place to other 
disciplines, moral or spiritual. Religion, as practiced, 
either deals with matters rather unrelated to our nor- 
mal lives, and thus adopts an ivory-tower attitude, or 
is allied to certain social usages which do not fit in with 
the present age. Rationalism, on the. other hand, with 
all its virtues, somehow appears to deal with the sur- 
face of things, without uncovering the inner core.” He 
confesses his own inadequacy and says of India, “I do 
not see any way out of our vicious circle of poverty ex- 
cept by utilizing the new sources of power which 
science has placed at our disposal. Being poor, we have 
no surplus to invest; we sink lower and lower.” 

In southeast Asia there was little change. The mul- 
titudes had to live their poverty-stricken lives a day at 
a time. There was no change or event of significance. 
In Japan there was trouble because Premier Kishi was 
seeking to strengthen the power of the central govern- 
ment to cope with the tremendous rise in crime, in 
juvenile delinquency, in labor violence, and in general 
discontent. When his Police Duties Execution Bill came 
before the Diet, there was a riot. In Japan, 1958 drew 
to its close in an atmosphere of strikes and confusion. 

In Latin America, little occurred that would make a 
mark in other than local history. The new nation of 
the West Indies were formed, with Trinidad as the 
capital, but soon there were indications of great trouble. 
Jamaica threatened to withdraw, and other islands 
made similar sounds. The trouble was that the remote 
islands felt that the prime minister of the new British 
Commonwealth country was seeking to use their re- 
sources to build a strong central government which 
would tax them without benefit. 

In Europe, there was little of significance, except in 
France. Charles de Gaulle emerged as the strong man.

He offered French Africa this simple option: vote 
for France or choose independence and walk by your- 
selves without our help. Except for La Guin’e, the 
French Colonies saw the perils of independence and 
rallied behind De Gaulle. This result so strengthened 
him in France that the nation ratified the new con- 
stitution which absolutely transformed the form of gov- 
ernment. In the Fifth Republic, the whims of Parlia- 
ment cannot vote the government out of office. It was 
too early to see whether De Gaulle could instill the 
strict discipline and sacrifice necessary for France to 
lift herself to anywhere near her former place of 
prestige. 

The most important event of the year in western 
Europe was the further development of the customs 
union of France, Italy, Germany, and the Benelux 
countries. Before the end of another year, there will 
be a free flow of goods between these countries. 
Britain was placed in the terrible dilemma of choosing 
between the economic benefits of the sterling union 
within the Commonwealth and those which would 
arise from a customs union with the continent. For ex- 
ample: next year an automobile buyer in the six cus- 
toms-union countries can choose between Italian, 
French, and German cars at a price that will include 
no customs excises. An English car will have the dis- 
advantage of a stiff customs excise. The continental 
market for British goods may vanish. Britain will prob- 
ably be hurt economically, no matter how she decides. 

Students of biblical prophecy are especially inter- 
ested in the customs union for the following reason. 
Since the Bible definitely predicts the revival of the 
old Roman Empire, the creation of a United States of 
Europe is a foregone conclusion, and hence the estab- 
lishment of a customs union is highly significant. We 
remember that the 50 little duchies, principalities, etc., 
that made up Germany were fused into a Zollverein, 
which soon became a tight federation and finally one 
nation that was divided only by the Hitler war which 
gave the east to Russia and the west to an independ- 
ence which turns it towards the Allies. 

The sovereign of the Vatican State died and was 
succeeded by Pope John XXIII. In the days before 
the election Life magazine published portraits of those 
cardinals which were considered to be papabile. Under 
the portrait of Ottaviani was the statement that he ad-

vocated the right of the Roman Church to restrict other 
faiths. In a later issue of Life a correspondent in the 
“Letters to the Editor,” wrote: “Your statement that 
Cardinal Alfredo Ottaviani ‘advocates the right to 
Catholic countries to restrict other faiths’ scares the 
daylights out of many of us. I am frightened socially, 
religiously, and, most of all, politically.” 

Time, describing the election of the new Pope said, 
“Vatican insiders are reconstructing the three voting 
days of the conclave, with their suspenseful smoke 
signals, this way: two main groups faced each other, 
one faction under archconservative Ottaviani, the other 
(including the French cardinals) supporting liberal, 
reform-minded Cardinal Lercaro of Bologna. In the 
middle, fitting neither the ‘political’ nor the ‘pastoral’ 
label completely . . . were Roncalli and Patriarch of 
the Armenians Agagianian. The fact that Agagianian is 
non-Italian, and too young (63) in the views of some 
cardinals who would prefer a shorter reign, finally 
swung the decision to Roncalli.” 

There are implications in all this that have repercus- 
sions in the United States. During 1958 the Roman 
Catholics made great advances and placed Senator 
John Kennedy in a position to secure the 1960 Demo- 
cratic nomination for the Presidency. In view of the 
overwhelming Democratic sweep in the 1958 polls, this 
becomes of great importance for us all as citizens. 

Life in America drifted on in its intensely selfish 
way. Southern segregationists, labor unions, and the 
Roman Catholic political machines in the great cities 
combined to build up the crushing strength of the Dem- 
ocrats. It appeared that almost everybody voted purely 
for self-interest. The farmers voted for price-supports 
in spite of the fact that the system must ultimately hurt 
them. The labor masses voted for a few dollars now 
rather than a more secure future, and the country 
swirled into the eddies of increasing inflation. The re- 
cession was conquered, and the stock market moved to 
a new inflationary high. 

We finally got Sputniks into orbit, and the nature of 
some of our missile work salved the wounds received 
when Russia got there first. The submarine trip under 
the polar ice pack was an outstanding event. Nixon 
played a noble role on his South American trip last 
spring. 

More labor leaders took the Fifth Amendment, and 
Hoffa was still getting away with his gangsterism. After 
a restaurant owner in Chicago had appeared before 
Senator McClellan’s investigating committee, a group 
of mobsters entered his restaurant after closing hours, 
herded the remaining employees into a corner, care- 
fully made pools of gasoline on the floors of all five 
dining rooms, and connected them with gasoline- 
soaked toilet paper. When all was ready, they drove 
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the employees outside, threw a flaming book of matches 
inside and calmly drove away while one of Chicago’s 
finest restaurants exploded into a million-dollar fire. 

So much shoplifting went on in supermarkets that 
the grocery industry estimated that this crime takes 
$250 million worth of goods each year. Mothers even 
teach small children to take parcels under the guard 
rails. 

In the field of morals, the divorce rate climbed. 
Lana Turner’s 14-year-old daughter stuck a knife into 
one of her mother’s lovers, killing him on the pink car- 
pet in her mother’s bedroom. Zsa Zsa Gabor and Kim 
Novak were caught taking fur coats and automobiles 
from “General” Trujillo, son of the dictator of the 
Dominican Republic. Congress Representative Hays 
called Gabor “the most expensive courtesan since 
Madame de Pompadour.” Ingrid Bergman, who aban- 
doned her husband and child when she became preg- 
nant by the Italian movie director, Rossilini, fled to 
Denmark when she was abandoned by him, and 
started a third alliance with a Swedish millionaire. 
When Mike Todd was killed in an airplane crash, 
Debbie Reynolds, whose marriage had been declared 
by Hollywood to be the perfect love-match, sent her 
husband Eddie Fisher to console the widow. The 
widow, Liz Taylor, took Eddie away from Debbie. 
When reporters questioned Taylor about her squalid 
romance so few days after her husband’s death, she is 
reported to have said, “Mike’s dead; I’m alive.” The 
rock-’n-roll generation took it all with a whoop, and 
the movies made by these various tawdry creatures 
were sell-outs. 


‘Article of year in Christian Century” 


The magazine article of the year was in the Chris- 
tian Century. William F. Albright, noted Orientalist 
and archaeologist, wrote on “Return to Biblical Theol- 
ogy.” It was a devastating attack on the failure of 
biblical criticism and a return to a far more conserva- 
tive position. While he did not accept the complete in- 
spiration of the Bible, Albright’s scholarship destroys 
the old modernism and also the position of the Bult- 
manns, the Tillichs, the Niebuhrs, and other similar 
scholars. 

In foreign policy, there were two great movements, 
both of which were practically unavoidable, neither of 
which was for the best interests of mankind, and there- 
fore not for our best interests. When revolution took 
the lives of the King and Prime Minister of Iraq, it be- 
came necessary to act. Eisenhower and Dulles moved 
troops into Lebanon. Looking back after several 
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months, and after the troops have all been withdrawn, 
it is easy to draw some conclusions, but the decisions of 
the moment were not as easy. Anything might have 
happened. Nasser might have moved into Jordan and 
on towards Iraq, in which case Israel would certainly 
have unleashed her armies against Egypt and Syria. 
Nobody knows how far such a war would have gone. 
The presence of American troops in Lebanon and 
British troops in Jordan did preserve the peace. Some 
howled “imperialism!” and some thought it was a 
rude display of sheer power, but from our vantage 
point of hindsight, the over-all result was good. The 
smaller nations can take hope that they will not be 
swallowed up by stronger neighbors. 

The Iraq-Lebanon incident took place in the midst 
of tremendous Russian propaganda for a “conference 
at the summit.” For months Russia pulled every stop in 
the organ to force a meeting at which Khruschev could 
sit down in front of the cameras with Eisenhower and 
Macmillan. The meeting would have been a propa- 
ganda circus. Dulles and Eisenhower naturally weren’t 
having any such plan, and the Russians were trying to 
wring all the propaganda value they could from our 
supposed failure to cooperate. 

Then, suddenly an event took place which I believe 
must be classed as the most important event of the 
year. Khruschev had been talking about a summit 
meeting which did not include his supposed partner, 
General Mao Tse-tung. When American troops landed 
in Lebanon, Khrushchev flew to China for a conference 
that lasted several days. Suddenly Khruschev an- 
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Several years ago a London newspaper offered cash prizes for the 
best to questi that were asked each day. One day the 
question read, “What is the shortest way to London?” The winning 
answer was, “The shortest way to London is good company.” Time 
flies when we are with good friends. This is also the answer to the 
question: “What is the shortest way to Heaven?” Our good company 
is Christ who said, “Lo, | am with you always; even Unto the end 
of the age” (Matt. 28: 20). 











HOW TO READ THE BIBLE 


Have you become dissatisfied—or even disgusted—with your daily devotional life? Here are hints that 


will help you profit spiritually from your reading of God’s Word. 


I* HIS BIOGRAPHY of General Douglas MacArthur, 
entitled Rendezvous with History, Major Courtney 
Whitney tells of an incident that occurred during the 
Korean War, in the Yellow Sea on the night preceding 
the Inchon landing. It was General MacArthur’s plan 
to encircle the North Korean forces that had driven 
south of Seoul and to cut off their supply lines from 
the north. If successful, this stratagem might not only 
accelerate a drive toward victory but, even more im- 
portant at that stage of the war, save the lives of some 
100,000 UN troops. 

It was a daring scheme. Encirclement of enemy 
forces was not a new strategy but, insofar as I am 
aware, it had never before been effected by way of the 
sea. Furthermore, the peculiar tides and unfavorable 
terrain at Inchon militated against an amphibious 
landing of troops there. Yet the very fact that naval 
and geographical obstacles seemed almost insurmount- 
able contributed to MacArthur’s decision to proceed, 
for, because of these impediments, the North Koreans 
would probably be completely unprepared for such a 
maneuver. 

On the night before the landing Courtney Whitney, 
who was aboard the flagship “Mount McKinley” with 
General MacArthur, retired early in anticipation of 
the action at dawn. He had been asleep but a short 
time when he was summoned to MacArthur’s cabin. 
He found the General, in bathrobe and slippers, pacing 
the floor. Whitney was told to be seated. MacArthur, in 
a kind of self-debate, began to talk as he paced the

cabin. Reviewing one by one the arguments against the 
proposed landing in the morning, MacArthur.countered 
with the reasons for the surprise assault. Finally, at 
about 2:30 a.m., he concluded his soliloquy with the 
statement that he felt certain that his decision had 
been a sound one. “Thanks, Court,” ‘the-General said 
to Whitney. “Thanks for listening to me. Now let’s get 
some sleep.” 

The author adds these words: “He [General Mac- 
Arthur] threw off his robe, climbed into his bed and 
reached to the table alongside to pick up his Bible.” 

Why the Bible? Why not Virgil? Or Shakespeare? 
Or Bunyan? Or Keats? Or Milton? Or Emerson? 

Can a man live day by day, year after year, by 
Virgil? How long would it be before his “fine filed 
phrases” would lose their sharp appeal? What poetry 
or allegory, however great it may be, can hold its fresh- 
ness when read again and again, and committed to 
memory? Is there life and power and comfort of tem- 
poral and eternal value in the Divine Comedy? 

The Bible, on the other hand, is the Word of God. 
In itself it is a living book and has power to give life. It 
is profitable for teaching, for conviction, for restoration, 
and for education in righteousness. It reveals God in 
the fulness of His love through Christ. It strengthens. 
It encourages. It comforts. It challenges. It discerns the 
thoughts and intents of the heart. It is a lamp to the 
feet, a light to the pathway. Not only day by day, but 
month by month and year by year it can be read over 
and over again until its words become a part of life it- 
self, yet it is never tiring but always inspiring. It offers 
life to those who are spiritually dead, light in place of 
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darkness, food for the soul, and refreshment for the 
heart. There is no other book like this God-breathed 
word of life and treasury of truth. . 

All of us know the importance of Bible study—to 
discover God’s ways throughout the ages, to know His 
mind, to find Him revealed in Christ, to cherish His 
provisions for the believing sinner, to look into the 
future through the telescope of the Scriptures. It is not 
with Bible study, however, but with Bible reading that 
this article has to do—how to read the Bible for one’s 
own spiritual blessing and profit. 

Have you found it difficult to discover something in 
the Scriptures for your own need each day? Perhaps 
you have promised the Lord that you will be faithful 
in reading the Bible every morning, but somehow you 
have gotten very little from the Biblical exercise. You 
seem to uncover nothing for yourself. You close the 
Book and pray, but if, one hour later, you were asked 
what you had read, you could not tell. You had nothing 
to hold on to during the day. And soon the daily read- 
ing of the Bible, if it did not cease altogether, became a 
perfunctory thing. You simply got nothing out of it. 

It is to help some who have had this experience that 
a few hints as to how to read the Bible are presented. 


HOW TO PREPARE 


First of all, be methodical about your Bible reading. 
Set aside a certain time each day to let God speak to 
you through His Word, and to speak with Him in 
prayer. An early morning hour is best, when the mind 
is fresh and it is possible to partake of some spiritual 
food that will give strength for the day. But such an 
hour will not suit everyone. Choose the time that fits 
your circumstances. And be sure to keep your appoint- 
ment with God each day. 

Even before you read one verse, pray that God will 
instruct you and feed your soul. For he has given to 
His own people a divine teacher, the Holy Spirit of 
whom it is written: “He shall teach you all things... 
He will guide you into all truth” (John 14:26; 16:13). 
The natural man, we are told, is not receptive to the 
things of the Spirit of God, but they are foolishness to 
him and cannot be known by him; the things of God 
must be spiritually discerned (I Cor. 2:14). There- 
fore the Spirit’s help must be sought if we are to profit 
from our reading of the Scriptures. Furthermore, 
through prayer our thoughts are quieted and turned 
Godward, and thus we are made ready to hear His 
voice. 

Never open your Bible as you would another vol- 
ume, but bear in mind always that it is a divine book. 
Handle it reverently, not because of its binding, or 
paper, or ink but because it is in truth the Word of God. 

Do not read the Bible haphazardly but systemati- 
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cally. Read it in its units, as it was written. This does 
not require that it be read in the order in which the 
66 books of the Bible are bound, but the Scriptures 
should be read book by book rather than a passage at 
random, or a chapter here and a chapter there. Of 
course there are times when one wants to go over a cer- 
tain well-loved or familiar portion, and he should do so 
when the impulse seizes him. But for the daily Bible 
reading an orderly schedule should be followed. 


READ IT SLOWLY 


Read slowly. It is true that the whole Bible can be 
read in a year by doing two chapters in the Old Testa- 
ment and one in the New every weekday, and three of 
the Old and two of the New on Sundays. And it is a 
good thing to read it every year. But it is far more im- 
portant to scrutinize a small portion of God’s Word 
with understanding than to complete its reading in an 
allotted time. The poorly educated person who must 
“spell out” every word has, in one sense, an advantage 
of his more literate fellows; for in his slow perusal of 
the Scriptures he misses nothing. Read the Bible slowly, 
therefore. 

If you read more than you can grasp at one sitting, 
the exercise, however noble, will be meaningless to 
you. On the other hand, it is well not to stop reading 
until you find God speaking to your own heart in a 
passage, or a verse, or a clause. By this method you 
will always find something to take with you through the 
day or to meditate upon at night. 

Make your daily devotional reading a very personal 
matter. Read the Bible for yourself, with you as the 
recipient of God’s message. 

Of course the context must always be borne in 
mind—by whom and for whom a particular book of 
the Bible was written, and its primary intent. In the 
14th Century John Wycliffe expressed it this way: 


It shall greatly helpe ye to understande Scripture, 
If thou mark 

Not only what is spoken or wrytten, 
But of whom, 

And to whom, 

With what words, 

At what time, - 

Where, 

To what intent, 

With what circumstances, 
Considering what goeth before 

And what followeth. 


Nevertheless, remembering these things, for devo- 
tional purposes, for your own spiritual profit, read the 
Scriptures for your own need. For while all of the

—_—: ARCHAEOLOGISTS are busier than they have 
been for 20 years. Jordan and Israel are dotted 
with digging crews. From the Negev, south of the Dead 

Sea, to the city of Hazor, north of the Sea of Galilee, 
trained archaeologists from many countries and many 
faiths are exploring the biblical past. , 

The result: a better understanding of Bible history 
and clearer interpretation of God’s Word itself. 

Evangelicals often think of archaeology as a grab 
bag from which they-can pull pithy confirmations of 
the biblical record. And truly, archaeology can be used 
that way. 

. But archaeologists today are finding a wealth of ma- 
terial which makes biblical personalities and events 
more colorful. And their discoveries are enabling us to 
make a more exact interpretation of biblical language, 
especially the idioms and figures of speech, which God 
used in relating His dealings with man. 

In the past two years, both Jordan and Israel have 
been sites of important new archaeological finds. 

In Jordan, three schools—the Ecole Biblique of the 
French Dominicans, The British School of Archaeol- 
ogy, and the American Schools of Oriental Research— 
have been working. , 

Pere de Vaux of the Ecole Biblique has been exca- 
vating near Qumran (the community of the Dead Sea 
Scroll sect). Digging near the spring to the south of 
that mound, he found an agricultural settlement con- 
nected with Qumran, dating from the time of Christ. 

At Jericho, Kathleen Kenyon of the British School 
has been working for several years. Some of her ma- 
terial dates back to 6820 B.C., according to the Car- 
bon 14 dating method. This is 4,000 years before the 
Pyramids. Some scholars estimate that lower strata may 
date back to 9,000 B.C. 

In this pre-7,000 B.C. region Miss Kenyon found re- 
mains of well-built houses with plastered floors and 
walls. These early inhabitants didn’t know how to make 
pottery, but, strangely enough, they had well-built cup- 
boards recessed into the walls of their houses. This 
fascinating story is told in Miss Kenyon’s book Digging 
Up Jericho. 
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This Is Archaeology’s Big Day 















Although nothing new was discovered regarding the 
dating of Joshua’s Jericho, the excavations added much 
to our knowledge of patriarchal times. 

For instance, in one of the many fine tombs there 
was found the skeleton of a man who had four distinct 
operations which opened his skull. The third, accord- 
ing to Miss Kenyon, did not heal too well; apparently 
the fourth killed him. 

At Shechem, representatives of two seminaries— 
Drew and McCormick—led by G. Ernest Wright and 
Dean B. Anderson, working with the American Schools 
of Oriental Research, cleared a great wall and gate of 
the time of Abraham. The foundation of the great 
temple was also excavated. 

At Gibeon, Professor James G. Pritchard and Fred 
V. Winnet of the American Schools continued their ex- 
cavation at El Jib. 

One of their most spectacular finds was the 37- 
foot-wide, 82-foot-deep pool, the heart of ancient 
Gibeon’s water system. At the bottom were many in- 
scribed jar handles. 

This was the site of the duel between the twelve 
young men of Benjamin and the twelve young men of 
David (II Samuel 2:12-16). 

Others who have been digging in Jordan include 
James L. Kelso, leading a Pittsburgh-Xenia expedition 
at Bethel, the Jordanian Department of Antiquity at 
the Omniad palace in the Jordan valley, and Dr. 
Joseph Free of Wheaton College at Dothan. 

In Israel almost everyone is an amateur archaeolo- 
gist. The 8,000 square miles of this country are rich in 
archaeological remains. Whether it be the digging of a 
foundation for a building or the expansion of agricul- 
tural areas, workers frequently uncover some amazing 
finds quite by accident. Israel’s Department of Antiq- 
uity alone conducted a total of 32 minor excavations 
during the year. In most of these the remains were 
“accidentally” discovered. 

In northern Israel, near Lake Huleh, archaeolo- 
gists unearthed a very impressive tomb of the pre- 
pottery Neolithic times, indicating that in these very 
early times the dead were buried with great care. Such 









a burial also adds proof that the people of Neolithic 
times believed in the future life. 

In Beersheba in the south, the remains of a chal- 
colithic site has been excavated. In the fourth millen- 
nium B.C., agricultural pastoral people, inhabiting this 
area, dug wells and had a well-developed irrigation 
system. Besides tending sheep and goats, they raised 
barley and beans. 

Meanwhile, Nelson Glueck of the Hebrew Union 
College continued his exploration of the Israel Negev. 
Evidence of a tremendous civilization based upon ir- 
rigation is being discovered all over this desert area. 
This civilization, extensive in Abraham’s time, con- 
tinued for centuries after. 

In the past season, a serious start was made on the 
excavation of the Philistine city of Gath. This exca- 
vation may fill in two relatively blank periods in Pal- 
estine archaeology: the Persian and the Philistine. 

Two current excavations should be particularly 
noted. 

One is the underwater excavation conducted by the 
American-Israel Society on the ancient harbor at 
Caesarea from the time of Paul and Peter and earlier. 
Special equipment was built for the underwater dig. 
As a result of this excavation much additional infor- 
mation on this early New Testament city will soon be 
available. 

Much the greatest excavation in Palestine is at 
Hazor. The excavation is on a tell which covers 195

The James A. de Rothschild expedition at 
Hazor is directed by Dr. Yigael Yadin, lecturer in 
archaeology at the Hebrew University at Jerusalem, 
but equally well-known as the Chief of Staff of the 
Government of Israel during the war of independence 
through 1951. 

In 1957, my family were guests of the excavator at 
Hazor for two months. During that one season I saw 
the excavation of a cave cut out of solid rock and used 
during the Later Bonze Age as a burial place. In this 
one cave alone some 500 vessels were found, many 
Mycenaean. This bears on the problem of the date of 
the Exodus. 

The Bible indicates that Hazor was the head of all 
the kingdoms at the time of Joshua and implies that 
after that it ceased to be a great city. This was proven 
by archaeologists who found that the last inhabitants 
of the large 170-acre part of the city lived there about 
the time of Joshua. After that time the “camp” ceased 
to be inhabited. From then on, only the 25-acre mound 
at the south was occupied. 

During 1957 three great areas on the mound itself 
were under excavation. In the area where my son was 
working, one of the great finds of the season was dis- 
covered. This was the great gate in the wall of the city 
of the time of Solomon. 

The wall at this point and the gate were built ex- 
actly according to the specifications of the Solomonic 
gate at Megiddo and at Gezer, just as we would expect 
from I Kings 9:15. Doubtless the architect was the 
same for these gates. Just inside the gate and slightly 


to the side were found many storage rooms, grain 


storage vaults. These, too, have pottery remains in- 
dicating the time of Solomon. The Bible indicates that 
Solomon rebuilt Hazor as a grain storage center (I 
Kings 9:15). 

Here then is evidence of the kind of wall, gate and 
storage rooms used by the king of Israel and Judah at 
this particular time. 

Slightly to the south of this area as well as in an- 
other area on the mound, all of the walls tipped in one 
direction. Such a destruction could have taken place 
only if the whole mound had been shaken in an earth- 
quake. When these rooms were cleared the pottery on 
the floor indicated the time of Jeroboam II, king of 
Israel. This, then, throws additional light on the state- 
ment of Amos who states that there had been an earth- 
quake in the days of Jeroboam (Amos 1:1). 

Similar evidence was found in the Jeroboam stratum 
in the part of the mound where I was working. I dug to 
the foundations of a room from a later stratum which

Fearing bigness

© nance AS IT may seem, we as Christians are afraid of the greatness of God. We are like 
Lot who, when told by the angel to flee for his life to the mountain, was frightencd. He had been 
a valley dweller all his life and was afraid of the bigness of the mountain. He was afraid because 
in the upper reaches of the rocky crags he would be alone. He would have to witness the awe-in- 
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spiring fury of the storm and encounter face to face 
the elemental power of the great forces of Deity. He 
would meet God in all of His power and majesty. 

In his terror at facing the unknown on the mountain 
Lot cried out, “Oh, let me flee to a little city (Gen. 
19:20). Let me escape to a sheltered place where I 
can remain unknown and insignificant; where I can 
have security and not have to face the bigness of the 
life to which God has called me; where I can escape my 
responsibilities to God and to my fellowman; where I 
can remain on a comfortably low spiritual plane with- 
out venturing up onto the dangerous spiritual heights of 
the great mountain of God’s experience. Let me just 
escape to littleness\” 

But for us to adopt Lot’s attitude is to do violence to 
our Christian faith. Christianity is big—everything 
about it is great! It is not just another religion—it is the 
tremendous impact of the entry of God into human 
society in a moment of history. It is the most revolu- 
tionary, world-shaking event which has ever happened. 

When a man encounters Jesus Christ he can never 
be the same again. His entire life is shaken to its very 
foundations and changed—not by reform but by re- 
generation. He undergoes a spiritual rebirth (John 3: 
3). He, a moral and spiritual corpse, is resurrected and 
literally becomes a new creation (II Cor. 5:17). 

And, of the Christian, God requires not littleness 
but He demands everything—a man’s whole life in 
absolute surrender, devotion and love; all of a man’s 
time and all of his possessions (Matt. 16:24, 25; Luke 
14:26, 27, 33). 

Even though Christianity is great and even though it 
is a great God who has saved us and sustains us daily, 
we are still afraid. We fear the bigness of God. Our re- 
action is much the same as the disciples who, when 
they stood before the empty tomb and realized that 
they were associated with a man who had conquered 
death, “trembled and were amazed . . . for they were 
afraid” (Mark 16:8). , 

We fear, first of all, to trust the great promises of a 
great God (II Peter 1:3, 4). Our puny faith just can’t 
seem to comprehend the staggering fact that the prom- 
ises of God are not dependent upon our own strength, 
ability or understanding. Founded on the bedrock of 
the omnipotent power of God, His promises rise ma- 
jestically into the blue sky like mighty skyscrapers, 
serenely unconcerned with the fearful pessimistic 
scurrying ant-like men at their feet who, when the

foundations were laid not many years ago, gloomily — 


predicted, “It’s an impossible task. It is something that 
can’t be done!” 

Secondly, we are afraid to “launch out into the deep” 
(Luke 5:4). We prefer the safety of the shallow shore- 
line. We hesitate to try anything new, unproven or 
risky even though it is our omnipotent Lord who com- 
mands it. We need the assurance of plenty of col- 
lateral—that it’s really a “sure thing”—-before we trust 
God with the investment of our lives—before we will 
venture forth for Him. We try to give God only what’s 
convenient, only what won’t upset the schedule and 
routine of our push-button lives. But God demands 
everything—it is all or none. 

Thirdly, we are afraid of zeal and enthusiasm—“It 
just isn’t proper, don’t you know!” But wasn’t it proper 
for the early disciples to show enthusiasm for a great 
cause and for a great God to whom they had given 
their allegiance? Surely it was right for them. 

Then why is it not right for us today? The disciples 
“turned the world upside down” with their Spirit-filled 
enthusiasm, but they paid the price for it—they were 
accused of being drunk! (Acts 2:13). We too must pay 
the price of being labelled fanatics if we would mani- 
fest zeal and enthusiasm for Christ. Maybe one reason 
we don’t get more excited about our faith is because 
we’re not willing to pay the price. We would much 
rather escape to littleness, but in so doing we limit our 
great God by the littleness of our faith. 

It is true that we must pay the price if we would 
meet God on the mountain in all of His greatness. 
But what is the alternative? What happens to those 
who, like Lot, refuse the challenge to know and ex- 
perience the bigness of God but instead choose the way 
of escape to “the little city”? Their fate will be much 
like that of poor Lot. He went to Zoar, the little city of 
his heart’s desire, but he failed to find the security and 
peace of mind which he so desperately sought. On the 
contrary he found in increased measure the very fear 
which he was trying to escape and his life ended in 
ignominious moral degeneration and spiritual decay 
(Gen. 19:30-36). 

As we enter the portals of the new year a great God 
is calling each one of us—as pastors, as teachers, as 
Christian workers, as missionaries, as laymen, as vital 
members of the body of Christ in America and through- 
out the world—to greatness. He is calling us to big 
things—to “see visions and dream dreams” and to re- 
ceive an outpouring of the Holy Spirit (Acts 2:17, 18). 
He is challenging us to think big, to plan big and to 
pray big. He is calling us to go up higher than ever be- 
fore into the mountain—in personal devotion and love 
to our blessed Lord and in absolute commitment of our

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Are Christians merely to be carbon copies of 
one another? This article issues a_ stirring 
plea to replace conformity with transformity.

Wouen Christ said, “Follow me,” 
did He mean that His followers were to become carbon 
copies of each other? Was individuality to be a cardinal 
sin? Must all Christians be cut from a single pattern? 

Nothing could be farther removed from God’s Word. 
However, hordes of Christians have crippled their tal- 
ents and usefulness because they are more custom fol- 
lowers than Christ-followers. 

In their commendable wish to abolish worldliness, 
they have fallen for the subtle snare of conformity. 
Often completely unaware of it themselves, these ear- 
nest souls have accepted a code of “Thou-shalt nots” 
and these ghosts of Old Testament law have become 
the guides to conduct. 

Surrender should never be confused with mere con- 
formity. Such a course has stained certain groups with 
unspeakable and unprintable hypocrisies. 

Surrender is regarded as the abolishing of God- 
created, God-given individuality, so that instead of 
dynamic reflectors of Christ, we have pale, passive, 
reserved robots of the god of submission. Coldness and 
reserve have become synonymous with dignity and 
sanctification. Emotion, that maligned seat of all our 
actions, has become synonymous with a “dirty word.” 

No wonder the worldly person avoids us like the 
plague. We preach to them a mathematical God. 

Conformity has become an idol, not a substance 
like the golden calf, but a powerful, intangible ide- 
ology, far more difficult to destroy. Surrender is the 
label and the slogan, but in practice, it surrenders to 
conformity, not Christ! 

A believer’s questions are carefully concealed lest, 
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“Where is your faith?” be the rebuke. The “evil spirit” 
of challenge is slain, whereas the real need is for trans- 
forming and channeling. 

But the Bible still stands as a champion of the indi- 
vidual! No other document reveals more respect for 
human differences. Christ dic not say to Peter, “Be 
like Paul.” Nor to Thomas, “Be like Peter.” 

For Paul, the blasphemer and murderer, Christ had 
a vehicle of usefulness that took full cognizance of his 
uniqueness. 

For Peter, the sanguine, blowing hot and blowing 
cold, such a failure in the arena of loyalty, He had the 
power to make Peter what Peter longed to be—a rock! 

For doubting Thomas, He had a gentleness that 
tempered His rebuke. He respected Thomas’ doubts 
and told him to thrust his hand into the wounded side. 

No other age has revealed such downright fear of 
differentness. Thinking people outside of Christian cir- 
cles offer many explanations, but no cure. The simplest 
of these theories is that our age is an age of anxiety and 
atoms. By conforming, the individual finds a sense of 
security and belonging, thus easing the dread feeling 
of apartness. 

Yet, no matter how ardently you strive to be the 
slave of fashion and custom, God made’ us individual 
and completely distinct, as different as we are alike. 
All of nature seeks to remind us that likeness and 
differentness are constantly played against each other. 
How God must delight in variety to take the trouble 
to make even one short-lived snowflake to differ from 
another! 

Obscure as it may seem, this is why conformity in 
Christian circles is far more tragic than worldly con- 
formity. By imitating other Christians, we tacitly re- 
ject our own God-given gifts or limitations. We impose 
a self-effacement and dissatisfaction on ourselves, 
which is not humility, and utterly destroys our useful-

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> pee IN THE jungle of eastern Ec- 
uador a quiet miracle of grace is 
transforming tribes of fierce head- 
hunters into radiant Christian saints. 

The Jivaro Indians, known around 
the world for their quaint custom of 
removing the heads of their con- 
quered foes and shrinking them, live 
in an almost inaccessible part of the 
jungle about 150 miles southwest of 
Quito, the mountain capital of Ecua- 
dor. 

It was only a generation ago when 
the first missionaries (serving with 
the Gospel Missionary Union, inter- 
denominational board with head- 
quarters in Kansas City) risked their 
lives to reach the Jivaros. 

They slogged down treacherous

slopes of the eastern Andes; they beat 
their way through winding jungle 
trails of the foothills and lowlands. 
These were truly missionary pioneers. 
Only a few intrepid explorers had 
preceded them—men in search of 
treasures of rubber and gold. But 
these missionary adventurers sought 
greater treasures—jewels for a crown. 

Recently I had the privilege of 
visiting the Jivaros. It wasn’t the 
treacherous trek that the pioneers of 
the past generation encountered. Ac- 
companied by Marjorie Saint, widow 
of Pilot Nate Saint, I was flown into 
Jivaro territory by Johnny Keenan of 
the Missionary Aviation Fellowship. 

But the transportation isn’t the only 
evidence of change.

At the GMU station in Macuma, 
the heart of Jivaro territory, there 
now stands a Christian church. 
Former headshrinkers had built it; 
former headshrinkers support it; 
former headshrinkers govern it; 
former headshrinkers preach in it. 
And amazingly enough, former head- 
shrinkers have been sent from that 
little church to evangelize their bitter 
enemies. What a tremendous tribute 
to the grace of God! 

Back of much of this remarkable 
transformation is an Iowa farm boy 
named Frank Drown. Trained at 
Northwestern College in Minneapo- 
lis, as was his wife Marie, Frank 
Drown was assigned by the Gospel 
Missionary Union to the jungle In-

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dian work. Today both of them speak 
fluently in Spanish and Jivaro. Under 
their capable leadership, Macuma has 
become a jungle oasis both physically 
and spiritually. 

Attending a Jivaro church service 
was the high point of my visit there. 
The church building, built entirely 
by the Indians, looked on the out- 
side much like the homes—only it 
was larger. 

But the Jivaros decided that their 
church should be better than their 
homes. The oval-shaped building had 
walls of bamboo, floors of hard 
chonta palm wood (Auca spears are 
made of chonta), and a roof thatched 
expertly of palm leaves to shed the 
torrential tropical rains. 

Well before church time the 
Jivaros, dressed in their Sunday best, 
began to gather outside. The faces of 
most of the men were decorated with 
fresh markings of red or black paint. 
Some wore crowns of bird feathers, 





rifle or a blow gun with darts. 

The women carrying babies over 
their backs were dressed in somber 
shapeless dresses of black or dark 
blue. For the most part, the man and 
not the women wore beads and ear- 
rings. The dogs followed closely and 
from time to time came into the 
church service. Some of the Indians 
held puppies in their arms during the 
service. 

On this Sunday, Frank Drown had 
been invited by the elders of the 
church to preach. (Usually one of the 
elders delivers the sermon.) The rest 
of the service was conducted by the 
Jivaro leaders. Congregational hymns 
were accompanied by Marie Drown’s 
accordion. 

As the congregation sat on the 
hard, back-less benches, children 
cried, puppies played, and one 
woman spent the time searching the 
head of a friend for lice. But most of

and nearly every man was carrying a 


the service was quiet and orderly; and 
though I couldn’t understand the 
language, I had a deep sense of the 
presence of the Lord in that little 
Jivaro church. 

But church meetings are only a 
small part of Frank Drown’s minis- 
try. Greatly beloved by the Jivaros, 
he has become a father and brother 
to them. Jivaros come to him for help 
in settling some of the knottiest and 
most difficult problems of their po- 
lygamous culture. 

The Sunday I visited Macuma, 
Frank Drown was trying to settle a 
domestic tangle. A young husband in- 
sisted that he was going to give up his 
“old” wife of 17 for another not more 
than 13 years old. 

(Jivaros who have more than one 
wife when they come to Christ may 
join the church without breaking up 
the family, but those who are already 
church members cannot take other 
wives. Jivaro life has already been 
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tly became converts to 


Christianity as a result of the evangelism of the Jivaro elder.

revolutionized by Christianity, but 
some of the old customs are not for- 
gotten immediately. ) 

The same day another young hus- 
band was being questioned for beat- 
ing his young wife. Both husband and 
wife sat glaring at one another until 
Frank Drown, acting as judge, coun- 
selor and policeman, achieved some 
sort of settlement. The couple walked 
away together. 

Throughout the centuries the 
Jivaros have been warring constantly 
with surrounding tribes. When an 
Atshuara warrior kills a Jivaro, the 
kin of the slain Indian are bound to 
avenge his life. While the power of 
the gospel is gradually bringing peace 
to the jungle, many Jivaros have not 
received the Prince of peace, and con- 
sequently such savage customs may 
persist. 

A few years ago, Frank Drown and 
Keith Austin, another GMU mission- 
ary, sought to reach the murderous

Atshuaras, arch-enemies of the Ji- 
varos. After several days of canoeing, 
they reached the Atshuara village. 
But their overtures of friendship were 
not acceptable. Dejectedly, Drown 
and Austin plodded back along the 
narrow jungle trail to their canoes. 

Months later Frank Drown learned 
that an Atshuara brave had been hid- 
ing at a vantage point on the trail. He 
told the missionary, “I raised my gun 
and pointed it at your head. I tried to 
pull the trigger but somehow I didn’t 
have the strength to do it.” 

Later, missionary aviation and 
medicine opened the Atshuara village 
to the gospel. Somehow the Atshuaras 
learned that the missionaries at 
Macuma had medicine which cured 
the diseases of the Jivaros. When the 
Atshuara chief, Santiaku, was trou- 
bled with an infected nose, he sent 
word to the missionaries to bring their 
message and their medicine. 

Assured that they would not be am-

bushed, Frank Drown and Roger 
Youderian, later killed by the Aucas, 
made their way to the village and 
treated Santiaku and his people. 

Since the Atshuara dialect is re- 
lated to Jivaro, Drown was able to 
converse with the chief. As the mis- 
sionary poured out his heart, telling 
about the love of Christ for all men, 
Santiaku listened for an hour or 
more. When Frank paused for breath, 
Santiaku said, “Tell me more.” For 
hours the missionaries continued to 
convey the gospel message, only to 
hear the spiritually thirsty cry of “Tell 
me more.” 

The Atshuaras then said that they 
would build an airstrip if the mission- 
aries would only come to them again. 
Roger Youderian, after receiving ad- 
vice and direction from Nate Saint, 
completed the airstrip only shortly be- 
fore his martyrdom. 

Now at intervals, Frank Drown and

Do We Need the Holy Spirit To Understand the Bible?

Can an unbeliever understand God’s Word? Should a Christian rely on the Holy Spirit alone in his Bible study? 


Wu ROLE does the Holy Spirit play in aiding the 
Christian to interpret the Bible? Some have taught 
that the Scriptures remain obscure until the Holy Spirit 
imparts a deeper meaning which cannot be gleaned 
simply from the text itself. C. H. Mackintosh, the writer 
of the last century who has been a blessing to so many, 
felt that man’s unaided powers were utterly incapable 
of grasping the meaning of the Bible. In introducing 
his exposition of the typology of the Tabernacle, 
C. H. M. said: 


Nature can do nothing here. Reason is blind... . 

The most gigantic intellect, instead of being able to 

interpret the sacred symbols, appears like a bat in 

the sunshine, blindly dashing itself against the objects 
which it is utterly unable to discern. We must com- 
pel reason and imagination to stand without . . . God 
the Holy Spirit is the only One Who can... ex- 
pound to our souls the true meaning of all that meets 
our view. . . . The One Who furnished beauteous 
symbols [of the Tabernacle] can alone interpret them. 

(Notes on Exodus.) 

Such an approach, however, presents a real problem. 
Since something more than the text is needed to make 
a proper interpretation, the Bible itself cannot be a 
sufficient criterion for verifying interpretations of its 
passages. How then can one distinguish between a false 
interpretation and one that is true? Or to show how 
serious the problem could be, if Satan directed an in- 
terpretation which was then presented as taught by the 
Holy Spirit, on what basis could it be refuted? 

Others believe that whatever role the ‘Holy Spirit 
may play in interpretation, the Scriptures themselves 
must be the final criterion for distinguishirg truth from 
error. “To the word and to the testimony; if they speak 
not according to this word, it is because there is no 
truth in them” (Isa. 8:20). Rather than needing some 
key from without to unlock its meaning, the Bible is to 
be interpreted in the same way all communications are 
interpreted. By recourse exclusively to the communi- 
cation’s textual data and the environmental context 
from which its author spoke, the interpreter is to come 


The author is assistant professor of English Bible at Fuller Theo- 
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to understand what the author meant. Thus an inter- 
pretation of a scriptural passage can claim to be God’s 
Word only to the extent that it is based on the relevant 
objective data. 

But does not such an approach to the Bible exclude 
all dependence on the Holy Spirit in interpretation? 
Does not I Corinthians 2:14 declare that “The natural 
man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God: for 
they are foolishness unto him: neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually discerned”? And 
does not this mean that one must have the Holy Spirit 
in addition to the textual data to grasp what the Bible 
is saying? 

A closer look at this verse helps to solve the prob- 
lem. Whenever the Greek word that is used for “re- 
ceive” in this verse has to do with the reception of 
teaching, it means that in addition to acquiring an in- 
tellectual grasp of what is said there is also a glad ac- 
ceptance of what is taught as the truth (Vincent, Word 
Studies in the New Testament). Hence, I Corinthians 
2:14 is not saying that the natural man, who is devoid 
of the Holy Spirit, cannot understand what the Bible is 
saying, but that he cannot welcome its message of re- 
demption as true. 

However, it might be argued that since the things of 
the Spirit cannot be known apart from spiritual dis- 
cernment, the natural man is not even able to have a 
cognition of what the Bible is saying, let alone being 
able to welcome it as truth. But if Paul had meant that 
all cognition was impossible apart from the Spirit, 
would it not have been superfluous to add the things 
of the Spirit are foolishness? A judgment that a com- 
munication is foolishness can be made only after one 
has some knowledge of what it says, but if absolutely 
nothing is communicated, then such a judgment is im- 
possible. By saying, “the natural man cannot know 
them,” Paul means that it is impossible for those devoid 
of the Holy Spirit to have any conviction that the Scrip- 
tures are the truth or any realization of their worth and 
value (Charles Hodge, An Exposition of the First 
Epistle to the Corinthians). 

Actual experience confirms this interpretation of I 
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Corinthians 2:14. Edwin A. Burtt, for example, who 
adheres to humanism, nevertheless has sufficient in- 
sight into the biblical system of thought to differentiate 
between its basic and secondary ideas and also to state 
these with an incisiveness which evangelicals must ap- 
plaud. This he does in a chapter entitled “Protestant 
Fundamentalism” in his Types of Religious Philoso- 
phy. 

Consequently, the Holy Spirit’s work is not to show 
us what the Bible means but to persuade us of the 
truth of the message which can be gained from the 
historical and textual data alone. However, it would be 
a great mistake to think that one’s acceptance or re- 
jection of the biblical message as truth in no way affects 
his ability to grasp the message contained in the bibli- 
cal data. Indeed, only as one through the Holy Spirit’s 
enablement acknowledges the biblical message as the 
very truth of God will he have the courage simply to 
let the Bible speak for itself. , 


MAN’S PRIDE INTERFERES 


The reason for this is not hard to find. Of all books, 
the Bible is unique in that it confronts man with a mes- 
sage that strikes at the very core of his sinfulness. 
Basic in the Bible is the teaching that man is a sinner 
whose problem is so serious that he can do nothing to 
earn deliverance. Instead he must cast himself upon 
God’s mercy, which is made possible by Christ Who 
died for him and rose again. But the focal point of 
man’s sin is his proud self-confidence, which revolts at 
the idea that he is utterly helpless to save himself. Thus 
by various mearis and often without realizing it, the 
natural man seeks to revise the biblical message so it 
will not be so offensive to him. 

Ernest DeWitt Burton, the late president and pro- 
fessor of New Testament Interpretation of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, may provide a good illustration of this 
in his classical commentary on Galatians in the Inter- 
national Critical Commentary Series. For 24 years 
prior to its publication in 1920, Burton worked metic- 
ulously on the textual and historical data of Galatians. 
So thorough was this work that the late J. Gresham 
Machen termed it “perhaps the most elaborate New 
Testament exegetical work that has appeared within 
the past thirty or forty years.” Machen commended 
Burton for the great exegetical skill which led him to 
many conclusions in his commentary that accord en- 
tirely with evangelicalism and are thus implicitly con- 
trary to the liberalism which he espoused. 

But see how Burton handles Galatians 3:13, the 
most notable passage in Galatians on the vicarious 
death of Christ, “Christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a curse for us. . . .” 
Rightly, Burton understands the curse from which 
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Christ redeems men to be the curse of the law spoken 
of in verse 10, which is a quotation from Deuteronomy 
27:26, “Cursed be he that confirmeth not all the words 
of this law to do them.” . 

According to Burton, however, this curse of the law 
is not something which God imposes on men for their 
failure to conform to His holy will. Rather, it is man’s 
own errgneous idea that God’s policy is simply to bless 
men when they are good and to punish them when they 
are bad. “It is necessary to distinguish between the 
verdicts of the law and the judgments of God, and to 
recognize that the [verdicts of the law] are, for Paul, 
not the judgments of God which reflect God’s attitude 
now or at any time or under any circumstances... .” 
(Burton, Galatians). Thus when Christ died on the 
Cross, Burton feels that the law’s curse was imposed 
upon Him in that men supposed such suffering to be, 
ipso facto, the proof of His sinfulness. 

However, in imputing sinfulness to One Who was so 
obviously righteous, the law’s “verdict is manifestly 
false and monstrous.” The Crucifixion therefore mani- 
fested the untrustworthiness of the law, and in so do- 
ing it redeemed man from its curse of thinking that all 
blessing comes from being righteous and all suffering 
from being evil. Conversely, the Crucifixion showed 
that God blesses men. without reference tc their sins. 
“.. . In the fact that Christ the righteous died the death 
of the cross it is evident that the government of God is 
not one of legalism but of love . . .” Hence, rather than 
being the place where Christ suffered God’s wrath 
agairist men because of sin, the Cross shows that God 
blesses men apart from ariy necessity of making an ex- 
piation for their sins. 


LESS OFFENSIVE 


The crux of Burton’s interpretation depends on 
whether the curse of the law spoken of in Deuteronomy 
27:26 arises from man’s erroneous thinking or from 
God. In the immediate context of this passage, it is 
clear that God Himself is the One who curses men for 
their failure to obey the law, for “The Lord will send 
upon thee the cursing . . .” (Deut. 28:20). Therefore 
the curse of the law from which Christ redeems us is 
God’s judgment upon us for our sins, and when Paul 
said that Christ redeems us by becoming a curse Him- 
self, he meant that Christ vicariously bore the guilt of 
our sins when He died on the Cross. 

The obvious conclusion is that Burton has not al- 
lowed the Bible to speak for itself in interpreting the 
death of Christ. He has rephrased the biblical data to 
make sin something less than that which arouses God’s 
wrath. His interpretation is less offensive to man’s 
pride, though his exegetical skill should have led to a

Js a going loo high- brow? 


HE PERIOD known as “The Enlightenment,” just 

prior to the French Revolution, was one of the 
cruelest in hisotry. In this intellectual aristocracy, the 
less gifted and underprivileged were treated with con- 
tempt. Hairy peasants at work in the fields would raise 
their bent, emaciated forms to glare with eyes ablaze 
with hate at the passing carriages of the rich and 
favored, then turning again in their hopeless lot, sink 
their claw-like fingers in the rich black soil. 

If knowledge is not used to bless and enrich common 
life, it is indeed an ugly thing. It then nurtures resent- 
ment, revolution and crime. 

In many churches today, sincere Christians are ac-

cusing religious education of going too high-brow. It’s 
like the Age of Enlightenment, they say. There’s too 
much theory, and not enough soul-winning. We don’t 
need more education, they say; we need more of 
Christ. 

Although useful knowledge may seem theoretical 
and mysterious at times, the world needs it. It must 
not be brushed aside by the epithet, “high-brow.” 

This is an age of specialists. And the church needs 
its share of them. 

Back of the farmer today is the agronomist, the 
horticulturalist, the economist, the engineer, the chem- 
ist, the physicist, the statistician, the astronomer, the 
meteorologist, the transportation and marketing spe- 
cialist, the veterinarian, the author, the publisher and 
numerous researchers in other fields. 

The modern home has been virtually remade be- 
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cause of mechanical, electrical and civil engineers, 
architects, decorators and designers, physicians, scien- 
tists, child psychologists, dentists and time study ex- 
perts. 

Education itself has changed. Today it is a compli- 
cated science. No wonder Christian education is not 
as simple as it used to be. 

In the field of education, psychology—general, re- 
ligious, child, adolescent, abnormal and educational 
—have brought change. Today’s secular educators 
must also consider: 

ways of learning and communicating knowledge 
selection, adaptation and use of educational materials 
testing 

research 

curriculum making 

grouping 

group techniques 

counseling 

the gifted and handicapped children 

adult education 

professional training 

the use of the arts 

codes and standards of teaching 

But other things are involved in Christian education. 

There the educator must consider: 
Bible knowledge 
Christian doctrine 
Christian philosophy 
psychology 
sociology 
age group levels 

Functionally, today’s Christian educator must think 

of: 
the Sunday school 
youth groups 
vacation church school 
weekday church school 
junior church 
camping 
musical groups 
leadership training 
special day programs 
evangelism 
promotion and publicity 
worship 
leisure time activities 

Because of the complexity of education today, tech- 
nical terms have come into use. In any exact science, 
words can have but one meaning; in ordinary speech, 
familiar words often have three or four shades of 
meaning. 

These new technical words are not devised to con- 
fuse the layman. They are necessary to the develop- 
ment of an exact science. While the use of profes- 
sional terminology may seem high-brow to persons not 
versed in education, it is basic to intelligence in the 
field. 

Not long ago, trades were acquired by apprentice- 
ship training. Housekeeping and farming were learned 
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by observation. Since everyone went to school, every- 
one knew education, so why should there be anything 
mysterious about “schooling”? 

And when people talked about philosophy, sociol- 
ogy, psychology, methods and administration regard- 
ing the Sunday school, they were accused of being 
high-brow and of confusing a perfectly obvious and 
simple activity. 

However both terms, Christian and education imply 
scholarly content. Numerous Bible encyclopedias, 
dictionaries and geographies, commentaries, concord- 
ances and linguistical texts describe the scholarly con- 
tent of the Christian faith. 

And similarly there is a profusion of books devoted 
to curriculum construction, understanding children, 
working with young people, worship and evangelism, 
architecture, geriatrics, surveys, character study, can- 
vasses, promotion, personnel management, etc. 

Jesus Christ Himself was a teacher and today the 
Holy Spirit carries on in believers that teaching min- 
istry through the church. 

Certainly, the central message of the gospel may be 
apprehended by a person of very limited capac- 
ity. But that the Word of God is intellectually chal- 
lenging is shown by Paul’s words to Timothy, urging 
him to be a good curriculum maker: “Study to show 
thyself approved unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the Word of truth.” 

That the Lord is concerned in the rightful use of in- 
telligence is shown by the fact that to Adam in the 
Garden of Eden He assigned the task of naming all 
living things—a task as challenging as writing the 
Encyclopedia Brittanica. 

The Bible itself is not a primer and has engaged the

best minds of all time in understanding, interpreting 
and applying it. 

Yes, Christian education demands knowledge both 
of Christianity and education. Christians must be hon- 
est and upright, and if they are to own the name of 
educators, they must be acquainted with their field. 
Intelligence on a specialized basis must characterize 
the efforts, agencies and personnel of Christian edu- 
cation. 

Of course, the gospel must be presented in its 
simplest elements, adapting terminology, method and 
curriculum to the capacity of the learner. Failure to do 
this is not “high-browism” but plain stupidity. 

But to limit education to the plane of Ichabod Crane 
or “the Hoosier schoolmaster” on the ground that 
professional intelligence and skill in Christian educa- 
tion constitute “high-browism” is un-Christian. 

The Readers Digest recently told of police officers 
being trained in local communities by the FBI National 
Academy. Has any one yet accused the police of going 
“too high-brow?” 


Recently a psychiatrist said that people had rever- 
ence and respect for the old-time family doctor who 
sat up ali night with a child patient. But the patient 
usually died. Nowadays the physician briskly and com- 
petently administers the effective remedy and goes his 
way. To the layman he is but a competent technician 
lacking the human touch. And the public thinks less of 
doctors than it once did because they wear good clothes 
and drive fine cars, arousing envy by appearing so 
successful. 

And Christian educators should get the moral. 

Perhaps the lesson to be learned is that it behooves 
the learned and competent to remémber that the 
Master said, “He that would be chief among you, let 
him be your servant, even as the Son of Man came not 
to be ministered unto but to minister.” 

The attitude of service, of humble desire on the part 
of the headquarters staff to share intelligence as much 
as possible with the frontline personnel is the best way 
to correct the idea that Christian education is going 
too “high-brow.”

NEW CRACKDOWN 


Red China Increases Pressures 


“Bloody But Unbowed” 


“Bloody but unbowed”, the phrase 
used for the “never say die” defenders 
of Bataan and Corregidor in the Phil- 
ippines during the last Pacific War, 
could be said of the Christians in Red 
China, reports from behind the Bam- 
boo Curtain would indicate. 

Apparently, in a determined move 
to indoctrinate the churches with po- 
litical beliefs of Lenin and Marx, Red 
Chinese leaders have subjected church 
workers to a compulsory three-months 
course in politics. This course goes on 
all day long, five days a week. In ad- 
dition to this political pressure, the 
Communists have issued an order ban- 
ning the entry of any kind of literature 
from Hong Kong to the Red Chinese 
mainland. 

In the churches, no hymns are to be 
sung or sermons to be preached which 
deal with what they call “depressing” 
subjects, such as sin, judgment, etc. The 
Bureau of Religious Affairs has just 
ordered preachers to suppress all liter- 
ature maintaining the existence of God. 
It is feared that if and when strictly 
enforced, this prohibition might lead to 
the complete proscription of the read- 
ing of the Bible. 

However, as crafty as usual in their 
methods of wresting the truth from the 
Scriptures, the Communist instructors 
still quote from the Bible such phrases 
as “the people that walk in darkness 
have seen a great light.” This, they ex- 
plain is “the light of Communism which 
has enlightened all the world.” The 
Communists teach that Communism 
“will bring Paradise”, and that “there 
is no reason to preach the Second Com- 
ing of Christ or the establishment of 
God’s kingdom.” They say that it is 
nonsense to talk about eternity and 
world judgment. They claim that Com- 
munism is for “all times.” 

And then, in an obvious move to seal 
the church from any teaching which 
might hurt their cause, the Communists 
have ordered that pastors must be 
tested by the Religious Affairs Bureau 
as to their faith and preaching before 
they will be given permission to preach. 
Pastors are even made to accuse one 
another. A number of them have been 
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forced to accuse themselves. This has 
led to the purging of a host of faithful 
Christian workers who refused to 
“water down” their preaching of the 
Word. They have been replaced by 
younger men who have been trained in 
Communist-controlled liberal seminar- 
ies. 

The picture of the Christian Church 
in Red China is indeed gloomy, but a 
number of “unbowed” elements in the 
Christian fold still keep the light of 
the Gospel aflame. One young man has 
a Sunday School of over 200 children. 
He does not have permission for this 
because he cannot get it; nevertheless, 
he keeps on with his classes. He ex- 
pects to be arrested any time. Many 
Christians are already in prison. A 
number of them have been executed. 
A Christian book shop in Shanghai 
was ordered to stop all its printing; 
however, it continues to sell books 
“that tell the story of Jesus and His 
love.” 


Slander Conviction Reversed 


The Most Rev. Pietro Viordelli did 
not commit a crime in. calling an atheist 
and his wife “public sinners” for re- 
fusing to be married in a religious cere- 
mony last spring, an Italian appeals 
court has ruled. 

The 42-year-old Bishop had been 
ordered by a lower court to pay the 
atheist, grocer Mauro Bellandi, $672 
damages. That court, made up of 
Catholic judges, also decreed a fine of 
$64, but suspended the fine. In revers- 
ing the conviction, the appeals court 
threw out a request by Bellandi, a 
former Communist, that the court raise 
damages from the $672 granted by the 
lower court to $4,800. The appeals 
court ruled that Bellandi must pay all 
the costs of both the original trial and 
the appeal which last March shook 
church-state relations in Italy. 


New Mission Station 


The new missionary radio station 
operated by TEAM (the Evangelical 
Alliance Mission) on the Island of 
Aruba in the Netherlands Antilles be- 
gan broadcasting Sunday afternoon, 
November 2, 1958. The broadcasts 


were initiated with a dedication service 
in the presence of the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, community leaders, representa- 
tives of the press, more than 500 mem- 
bers of the Christian community and 
their friends. 

The new radio voice, known as Sta- 
tion Victoria, PJA-6, initiated a daily 
broadcast schedule of five hours, with 
six and one-half hours on Sunday, on 
the 325 meter band, 920 k.c., and with 
a power of 5000 watts. The transmitter 
is designed with power enough to reach 
the entire circle of islands in the Carib- 
bean and the northern coast of South 
America. 


First Actions of Pope John 


Although Pope John of the Roman 
Catholic church is known for his affa- 
bility, he definitely has a mind of his 
own. His first acts show that he and he 
alone is pope. 

To a huge crowd in St. Peter’s Square 
he expressed his desire to carry on the 
fight for peace, but he added that men 
will never have peace with one another 
until they know peace with God. He 
also stated that salvation can only be 
assured to those who join themselves to 
the Roman pontiff. 

In his message to the Conclave after 
his election, Pope John stressed the im- 
portance of the indigenous church. 
Wherever possible, there should be na- 
tive priests and a native hierarchy. His 
appeal to nationals will be a strategy 
that Protestant missions will have to 
consider. 

In addition, Pope John put his finger 
on one of the sore spots in Catholic 
missions—Latin America. In 1916 there 
were about 170 Protestants in Latin 
America; today, there are five million. 
Latin America, which has 35 per cent 
of the world’s Catholics, has only 8.7 
per cent of its priests. 

Before the five Latin American car- 
dinals left Rome after the coronation, 
they with their 18 archbishops and 19 
bishops met to find a solution, 

Archbishop Antonio Samore, a mem- 
ber of the Vatican State Secretariat, de- 
scribed a “positive” approach: “We are 
not against anyone or anything, We just 
strive to strengthen our own faith, to 
increase the number of our priests, and 
to make their work more effective.” 

In the future, the Latin American 
hierarchy will suggest that Protestant 
missions are organized and financed by 
rich congregations in the United States. 
Catholics will make heavy use of radio 
and TV; priests will supply remote com- 
munities with more radios to hear Cath- 
olic broadcasts. 

To finance this plan, the Roman 
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church will raise money in the United 
States. 

After the conference, one of the prel- 
ates remarked: “The church in Latin 
America has awakened to the fact that 
Christian sociology is not incompatible 
with a great number of social concepts. 
The church believes in narrowing the 
gap between classes. There will always 
be rich and poor, but they need not be 
so far apart as they are in Latin 
America.” 

Perhaps the dynamic work of Prot- 
estant missions in Latin America is 
forcing the Roman church from its re- 
actionary position of impoverishing the 
poor and enriching the wealthy. (RLK) 


Zen Buddhism 


One of the fastest growing non- 
Christian religions in the United States 
is that of Zen Buddhism. Zen, a form 
of Buddhism peculiarly adapted to the 
Western mind, decidedly shuns outright 
supernaturalism, but encourages the 
satori experience or “the awaking of 
our original inseparability with the uni- 
verse.” 

The ultimate goal of Zen Buddhism 
is “the freeing of the will” so that “all 
things bubble along in one inter-related 
continuum.” Those who would be dis- 
ciples of Zen Buddhism must allow 
their ego to be destroyed until “one’s 
real self calmly floats on the world’s 
confusion like a ping-pong ball skim- 
ming down a mountain stream.” 

In a world faced with deprivation, 
hunger, disease, death and the ever- 
present shadow of nuclear warfare, the 
denial of such reality is criminal. In 
effect, Zen Buddhism is the most self- 
centered, selfish system of philosophy 
that the depraved soul of man can em- 
brace, for it negates the two basic prin- 
ciples upon which all spiritual reality 
exists: “Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, thy soul, thy 
mind, and thy strength, and thy neigh- 
bor as thyself.” 

For Zenists it is love of self—first, 
last and always. (WRM)

The Future of 


C. Stacey Woods, consulting editor 
of ETERNITY, is sort of a world citizen. 
A native of Australia, he is general sec- 
retary of both Inter-Varsity Christian 
Fellowship in the United States and 
the International Fellowship of Evan- 
gelical Students around the world. 

Recently returned from Great Brit- 
ain, he has compared evangelicalism 
in Great Britain with evangelicalism 
in the United States. His conclusion: 
evangelicals in the two countries are 
different. 

But more significantly, he feels that 
unless something is done to change the 
status quo, the future of the gospel in 
both countries will suffer greatly. 

An interview with Woods follows: 


Question: You say that evangelicals 
are different in Great Britain. In what 
way? 

Woods: In Great Britain evangeli- 
cal Christianity has had its greatest im- 
pact upon the educated middle class. 
Generally speaking, the wealthy, the 
aristocracy, as well as the vast mass of 
the working class are virtually untouched 
by the gospel. 

Question: What has caused this? 

Woods: To a large extent, the work 
of such movements as the Children’s 
Special Service Mission and Scripture 
Union, the Crusaders, the varsity and 
public school camps, and the _ Inter- 
Varsity Fellowship. 

Question: You mean that all these 
organizations serve one class of people? 

Woods: Yes, they tend to. In Great 
Britain, the middle class is cultured and 
well educated. The children usually go 
to public school—this means private 
school in the United States—and then 
go up to university. And in Great Brit- 
ain approximately only seven per cent 
of the young people go to university 
while almost five times that percentage 
attend university in the States. 

Question: So a university education 
is more of a privilege for the intel- 
lectual in Great Britain than it is here. 
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Evangelicalism 


Woods: That is correct. And the 
university student is somewhat in a 
class by himself. It should be recog- 
nized, however, that today any ambi- 
tious child, who has the necessary 
intellectual ability, has the privilege of 
a first-class education, both in the sec- 
ondary schools and the university but 
that as a result of this education, which 
is an education of the whole man, if 
he comes up from the lower working 
classes, he ceases to be working class. 
He has become middle class. He speaks 
with a different accent. He has a differ- 
ent outlook. He moves in a new stratum 
of society. 

Question: No doubt, this has af- 
fected evangelical Christianity there. 

Woods: Yes, it has. You can notice 
it in the hymns which are sung and in 
the type of church service that is con- 
ducted and enjoyed. To an educated 
person this is vastly appealing and sat- 
isfying. But at the same time it limits 
the outreach of the gospel. 

Question: What do you mean? 

Woods: This mature type of presen- 
tation does not appeal to the unedu- 
cated working man. In fact, the thought 
forms and patterns of speech are often 
almost unintelligible to the working 
class man. 

Question: I don’t quite understand. 
You mean that there is much more class 
distinction in England? 

Woods: Very definitely. Actually, 
there is a great gulf fixed between the 
educated middle class of Great Britain 
and the working man. There is little 
communication between these groups, 
and they have little in common. 

Question: The situation in the 
United States is quite different, isn’t it? 

Woods: Yes. In the States we have 
virtually a classless society, although 
there are certain distinctions based 
upon national origin, economic status 
and education. There are also the ur- 
ban and the rural groups in society. 
Yet all of these distinctions tend to 
blend into one another, and there is 


communication between these groups. 

Question: But wouldn’t you say that 
evangelical Christianity is strongest in 
what could be called the U.S. equiva- 
lent of the educated middle class, as it 
is in Great Britain? 

Woods: No, I wouldn’t. Evangelical 
Christianity seems to have had its 
greatest appeal and strength among 
rural peoples, and the simplier working 
class peoples as they move upward on 
the economic ladder. The greatest re- 
sponse to evangelism I think has come 
from those who have not had a great 
deal of formal education and yet who 
economically may be comfortably sit- 
uated. This is reflected in the way we 
worship, the hymns we sing, and the 
entire cultural structure of evangelical- 
ism. As a result evangelical Chris- 
tianity has been able to communicate 
with the ordinary unconverted person. 

Question: Doesn’t this explain why 
religion has had a greater impact on 
the masses in the United States than it 
has had in England? 

Woods: That is true, but it also ex- 
plains why some Christian university 
graduates sometimes find it difficult to 
feel completely at home in some of our 
very finest evangelical churches. 

Question: What dc you mean by 
“some Christian university graduates”? 

Woods: Here the answer also is 
complex. In the United States, as con- 
trasted with other countries, about 35 
per cent of the eligible age group at- 
tend university. It is foolish for us to 
imagine that this group represents only 
those who are intellectuals. In the aver- 
age U.S. college a great segment of 
the student population is made up of 
ordinary people of average ability, who 
are not really concerned with intel- 
lectual pursuits and will not exert a 
very great influence upon society. The 
top 15 per cent of every university 
would more probably compare with the 
European or British university student. 

Question: That certainly presents a 
real challenge to Christians in both na- 
tions. 

Woods: I don’t mean to criticize. 
We are what we are; we have what we 
have. But it is sometimes a help to an- 
alyze such differences as I have men- 
tioned. 
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graduate. 

Question: You don’t advocate that 
we change the evangelical message, do 
you? 

Woods: Oh, no. Neither the message 
of the gospel nor our loyalty to the 
Scriptures must be modified in any way. 
This is strictly a problem of commun- 
ication, of approach, of method. 

Question: Not of the content of mes- 
sage? 

Woods: That’s right. However, if 
the United States is to continue to be at 
least a professedly Christian country, 
we must give serious thought to this 
problem. - Evangelicals must be able to 
present Christ in relevant understand- 
able terms to the educated world of the 
American people, which is its most in- 
fluential segment. 

Question: You believe that the 
packaging of the gospel must be 
changed and not the gospel itself? 

Woods: Exactly. But unless the 
packaging of the gospel is changed, 
the thinking university graduate—and 
there are thousands more of them every 
year—will continue to ignore the gos- 
pel. He looks at the wrappings, and be- 
cause it is below his cultural thought- 
level, he rejects both the wrappings and 
the gospel which is inside. It is also 
true that evangelical Christianity in the 
U.S.A. is failing to reach down to the 
truly poor and to the negro, but that is 
another problem. 

Having said this, we always must 
recognize that when the Holy Spirit 
breaks through and there is true re- 
vival, historically the revival affects 
every segment and strata of society.

MISREPRESENTED FOR 300 YEARS 


Arminius Denies Arminians 


For over 300 years, Christendom, 
theologically speaking, has been split 
into two camps—the Calvinists and the 
Arminians. In discussion after discus- 
sion the proponents of the two schools 
refer back to John Calvin and Jacob 
Arminius. 

The Arminians believe the possi- 
bility of the loss of salvation (falling 
from grace) and they have based their 
views supposedly on the teaching of 
Arminius. 

Recently however, Baker Book 
House of Grand Rapids released the 
complete writings of Arminius in three 
volumes. By so doing, the publishers 
have presented all of Arminius in con- 
text and free from the distortions of 
previous Critics. 

These writings show Arminius in an 
altogether new light, especially regard- 
ing the freedom of the will and the per- 
severance of the saints. 

Here is what Arminius wrote: 

“I here openly and ingenuously af- 
firm, I never taught that a true believer 
can either totally or finally fall away 
from the faith, and perish; yet I will 
not conceal, that there are passages of 
Scripture which seem to me to wear 
this aspect; and those answers to them 
which I have been permitted to see, are 
not of such a kind as to approve them- 
selves on all points to my understand- 
ing. On the other hand, certain pas- 
sages are produced for the contrary doc- 
trine (of unconditional perseverance) 
which are worthy of much considera- 
tion.” 

In addition, Arminius stated: 

“But I think it is useful and will be 
quite necessary in our first convention 
(or Synod), to institute a diligent en- 
quiry from the Scriptures, whether it 
is not possible for some individuals 
through negligence to desert the com- 
mencement of their existence in Christ, 
to cleave again to the present evil world, 
to decline from the sound doctrine 
which was once delivered to them, to 
lose a good conscience, and to cause 
Divine grace to be ineffectual.” 

In a further direct comment, Armin- 
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ius flatly-stated: 


“That true and saving faith may be 
totally and finally lost 7 should not at 
once dare to say: though many of the 
fathers frequently seem to affirm this. 
Yet the arguments by which you prove 
that it can be neither wholly nor finally 
lost are to be considered.” 


Whether or not the fallen will of man 
is capable through “graciously restored 
ability” of “willing to be saved,” Ar> 
minius wrote: 

“But in his lapsed and sinful state, 
man is not capable, of and by himself, 
either to think, to will, or to do that 
whichtis really good; but it is necessary 
for him to be regenerated and renewed 
in his intellect, affections or will, and 
in all his powers, by God in Christ 
through the Holy Spirit, that he may 
be qualified rightly to understand, es- 
teem, consider, will, and perform what- 
ever is truly good. When he is made a 
partaker of this regeneration or reno- 
vation, I consider that, since he is de- 
livered from sin, he is capable of think- 
ing, willing and doing that which is 
good, but yet not without the continued 
aids of Divine Grace.” 

We see then that this charge too is 
a misrepresentation of Arminius’ think- 
ing. 

The root of this confusion concern- 
ing the theology of Arminius stems 
from a little known historical fact. 
After receiving his degree of Doctor of 
Divinity in 1603, Arminius became 
Professor of Divinity at the University 
of Leyden. 

In this capacity he found a dead 
creedal orthodoxy rampant, and theo- 
logical students largely given over to 
“doctrinal strivings’” which by and 
large generated more heat than light. 


The fountain of a good deal of this 
stagnation was an almost fatalistic res- 
ignation to the Calvinistic doctrine of 
double predestination (the divine de- 
cree of some to life and others to repro- 
bation independent of any but Divine 
considerations. ) 

For five years, Arminius propounded 
an erudite system of propositional 
answers designed primarily to be alter-

CHORAL

A very fine male chorus is first on the 
list of new records this month. The rec- 
ord jacket furnishes little information 
beyond the fact that the group “is highly 
trained,” a fact which is gratifyingly evi- 
dent after the first few notes. 

The conductor, Peter J. VandenBosch, 
maintains excellent standards of tone, 
diction, and dynamics. The group’s sense 
of pitch is commendable, except perhaps 
for some brief moments in the moving 
inner lines of the Bach. The unnamed 
soloists and ‘accompanist are excellent, 
while the choice of repertoire is refresh- 
ingly diversified. 


Christmas Medley. Back to the Bible 
Broadcast Choir and Quartet. Singspira- 
tion Treasure Chest 166. 

Hark, the Herald Angels Sing; Come, Thou Long- 
expected Jesus; There’s a Song in the Air; Seeking 
for Me; Silent Night; Let Us Put Christ Back in 
Christmas.

Most of the selections on this disc are 
familiar, and they are fairly well done. 
If you want a souvenir of the Back to the 
Bible radio program, this might appeal 
to you. The pleasant contralto voice of 
Rosella Mills is featured in some of the 
numbers, and Eugene Clark is the ac- 
companist. No conductor is listed, which 
is a pity since to this nameless individual 
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must go most of the credit for a certain 
crispness and precision which is appeal- 
ing in the ensemble work of both quartet 
and choir.

Both men sing with excellent pro- 
nunciation, good tone, and excellent pro- 
jection of mood. They are accompanied 
by the Ralph Carmichael orchestra, (is a 
smaller group used in the Miller rec- 
ord?) and the arrangements are nothing if 
not elaborate. 

Most of the songs, especially in the 
Loren record, are entertaining and light 
in style and content. Some are actually 
show tunes, and the orchestral and choral 
backgrounds contribute to what we are 
wont to consider a Hollywood-ish at- 
mosphere. 

Everything is done with precision and 
polish. If you are looking for light music 
with sacred words, you could hardly find 
it better done anywhere than on these 
two records.

Perhaps the best voice of the 
lot is that of Paul McNutt who sings 
with fine diction. Accompaniments vary 
from quite tasteful orchestral back- 
grounds to a sort of soupy electronic or- 
gan texture.

A listing of 
titles and contents should suffice for 
those who are interested in this type of 
music.

Perhaps this record should be re- 
viewed under “Vocal,” since Ronnie 
Avalone seems to be the feature of the 
disc. But his tenor solos are interspersed 
with instrumental pieces, and he is also 
joined by his wife in two duets, so I am 
listing it in the miscellaneous column. 

Avalone possesses a very fine tenor 
voice which he uses with taste and style. 
Whoever wrote the notes on the record- 
jacket has the temerity to compare him 
to Caruso, but don’t let that offend you. 
His voice, actually, does have a certain 
Caruso-like timbre, perhaps in the pe- 
culiar baritone quality which was so ap- 
parent in the great tenor’s last years. One 
would welcome the opportunity to hear 
Avalone use his voice in music more 
worthy of his gifts. Douglas Fisher, Gil 
Meade, and Dick Anthony, are the three 
accompanists and instrumental soloists. 

Mrs. Avalone, heard briefly on the 
record, has a light, pleasing, lyric so- 
prano voice. 


DICTION 

Paul Baker Presents the Speak Four 
Trio. Scriptural Speech-Drama. Word 
4013. 

Blessed Is the Man; The Lord Spake to Jonab; 
The Birth of Moses. Side Two: The Creation; Re- 
member Now Thy Creator; Joshua. 


Probably the most unusual record to 
come to my attention in a long time is a 
disc of “Scriptural Speech-Drama” 
spoken by three young women who call 
themselves the Speak Four Trio. The 
names of these artists deserve mention, 
for they are artists indeed. They are Lou 
Ann Klaras, Mary Sue Fridge, and Ruth 
Byers. And they read together as one 
voice when the script calls for it, and 
separately with great expressiveness as 
well. 

The record must be heard to be be- 
lieved, and I strongly recommend it to 
all who are interested in dynamic new 
methods of presenting Scripture. There 
is wonderful tonal and rhythmic disci- 
pline in this trio, great range of expres- 
sion, all resulting in an intensely per- 
sonal communicativeness which is rare 
in any art-form, and, I think, particu- 
larly so in the art of the spoken word. 

These six biblical excerpts are treated 
in much the same way as a composer 
would organize material for an opera or 
oratoria. There are solo passages, con- 
certed passages, climaxes, pauses, high 
and low pitches, and many other ef- 
fects which we associate primarily with 
music. But this is all spoken—not sung. 
Nor is music needed to complete the 
remarkable effects obtained here. This 
is the music of the spoken word, achiev- 
ing effects rarely achieved, presenting 
the wonderful words of the King James 
version with a new dimension of excite- 
ment and intensity. 

By all means hear this record. You

REAL SHOCKER 


Science Confronts Genesis 1 


CREATION AND EVOLUTION. Jan 
Lever. Grand Rapids International 
Publications. 244 pp. $3.95.

This book comes as a real shocker 
to our orthodox circles in America. It 
comes out of the Free University of 
Amsterdam which is one of the world 
centers of high Reformed orthodoxy; 
the author is no dabbler in science but 
a competent biologist; and he writes 
off the fundamentalist theory of Bible- 
and-science as completely indefensible. 

If a person becomes too involved in 
the many issues and details of the book 
he will miss the main thrust of it. If I 
understand Lever correctly, he asserts 
that there are two kinds of statements 
about the world and reality: Type 1: 
empirical-data sentences about facts, 
events, etc., which form the stuff of the 
scientific theories; Type 2: sentences 
which have their origin in revelation 
and deal with theological realities and 
actualities. 

The relationship of these two types 
of sentences is complex, not simple, and 
therefore, it takes the utmost care— 
exegetical, theological, phiiosophical, 
scientific—to properly relate the two 
types of sentences. In working out his 
own theses, Lever supplies the biologi- 
cal learning and in turn leans on the 
theological and philosophical labors of 
his co-workers in the Free University 
—especially the ideas of Dooyeweerd. 

Throughout his book he stoutly op- 
poses what he calls the fundamentalist 
solution to Bible-and-science on the 
basic grounds that they confuse Type 
1 and Type 2 sentences and thus, bring 
science and Scripture into a head-on 
collision with Scripture coming out the 
loser. Thus, the kinds of Genesis 1 are 
classified by fundamentalists as a Type 
1 sentence whereas it belongs to the 
Type 2 class. In Lever’s view, if we 
keep these two sentences separate about 
the matter of kinds, there is no con- 
flict; but if we identify them as fun- 
damentalists do, then great confusion 
for a practicing Christian biologist re- 
sults.

But he has another serious objection 
to the fundamentalist solution and that 
is that it identifies outmoded theories 
of science—which have silently crept 
into orthodox  thinking—with the 
teaching of Scripture itself; and there- 
fore, it is not really defending Scripture 
but archaic science! 

But on the other hand, he is just as 
sturdy a foe of atheistic evolutionism 
for it develops its science in complete 
ignorance of Type 2 sentences. 

Lever’s thesis by which he integrates 
or relates the two types of sentences 
is Augustine’s doctrine of creation— 
with modifications—that God created 
all things together at the beginning; 
and then through a constant providen- 
tial-creative control he brings each in- 
tended reality from its potentiality to 
its real existence. Genesis describes this 
in Type 2 sentences, and science at- 
tempts to. recreate it with Type 1 sen- 
tences. This thesis is elaborated at the 
end of the book in the last chapter. 

Now each type of sentence has a 
factuality of its own kind, in its own 
way, and in its own area of relevance; 
and unless a reader or reviewer is care- 
ful to watch this he is going to botch 
up Lever’s thesis. He will end by saying 
that Lever leaves facts to science and 
mere ideas to theology. 

Lever believes that in the main the 
scientists are on the right track in biol- 
ogy, geology, and anthropology. He is 
no slavish follower of science and can

critically react with it; but he thinks 
the universe is as old as they say it is, 
and that the general sequence of rock 
formations and appearances of living 
forms as described in the average book 
on palaeontology is correct; and that 
man is 500,000 years old. All of this 
develops by the providential-creative 
activity of God so he will not appeal 
to any gap theory or geologic-day the- 
ory or any series of ab extra creative 
acts. 

It is a well written book with enough 
technical materials to satisfy the in- 
formed reader, but yet told in such a 
way that the amateur will not get lost 
nor lose the point. It is a must book for 
all Christian teachers of science and 
for all Christians interested in this sub- 
ject. 

In our own work, The Christian 
View of Science and Scripture, we in- 
sisted that no book on _ Bible-and- 
science had come to maturity until it 
discussed the character of biblical lan- 
guage, and we are glad to note that 
Lever has done this. And if the re- 
viewer may express himself personally 
he would say this: what Lever’s book 
really says to us in America is not so 
much that we need fresh debates on 
Bible-and-science but that we need 
new creative thought on the precise 
character of revelation and the manner 
and mode in which it becomes our hu- 
man possession. For at the root of our 
divergences is some theory of the char- 
acter of revelation.

Here is a hymnbook of refreshing 
strength and vigor, a welcome sight in 
these days when Christian praise seems 
to be in danger of floundering on the 
shoals of gospel song. Published by the 
British Inter-Varsity Fellowship, it is 
a book of hymns for students, but is 
eminently suitable for use of Christians 
of any age. 

While there is a wealth of favorites, 
I find also a greater abundance of 
words new to me than I have seen in 
a long time, and I am profoundly grate- 
ful for them. The hymns on the Priest- 
hood of Christ, a scant four in number, 
are alone worth the price of the book; 
the missionary section is the finest I 
have found anywhere. 

Only three writers of words are listed 
as being contemporary.

In 152 pages, Dr. Ehler plunges 
through the historic waves of church- 
state relations and finally disappears 
into the turbulent sea of religious af- 
fairs behind the Iron Curtain. From Does yout church ee°e 
this little exercise the Roman Catholic 
Church emerges as the “staunchest ri- 
val of the Communists in their ambi- 
tious plans.” 
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leading to the “acceptance” of Chris- 
tianity by the state during the fourth 
century, Dr. Ehler turns to the devel- 
opment of Caesaro-papism within the 
framework of Eastern Orthodoxy. This 
he defines as secular control of the 
church in both temporal and spiritual 
matters. In his summary conclusion 
this servility is responsible for the sub- 
missive attitude of the Eastern church 
under Communism. 

In the Western Church, the ascend- 
ency of Roman leadership develops in- 
to the idea—in Catholic thinking, the 
ideal—of hierocratic jurisdiction. This 
system holds that the Pope, as the 
highest representative of spiritual 
power, is an authority superior to all 
kings representing the secular power. 
Being superior to them, he can sit in 
judgment over them. 

As an interpretation of Roman 
Church history, the book makes no at- 
tempt to evade such unpleasant facts 


as the papal schism at the end of the 
14th and beginning of the 15th cen- 
turies. 

In the later chapters, Dr. Ehler fol- 
lows the development of political 
liberalism, leading to Socialism and 
Communism. He concedes that the 
Roman Church has been forced to 
change her tactical approach to political 
affairs, particularly in the methodology 
of coercion. But his summary does little 
to blunt the evidences of a Catholic nos- 
talgia for the feudal age when the hier- 
ocratic jurisdiction was in its full glory.

RELIGION AND THE REBEL. Colin 
Wilson. Houghton Mifflin. 338 pp.

This book is an example of an in- 


creasing body of literature: the por- 
trayal of the conflict between man and 
society. It is a development from Wil- 
son’s preceding (and only other) book, 
The Outsider. The former had de- 
scribed the individual who “felt himself 
lonely in the crowd of the second-rate” 
and who, in _ retaliation, revolted 
against society. 

In The Outsider, the rebel’s motives 
for repudiating society could be num- 
erous; in Religion and the Rebel, the 
individual is “in rebellion against .. . 
the lack of spiritual tension in a materi- 
ally prosperous civilization.” 

Aside from a long autobiographical 
introduction, Religion and the Rebel 
has two major parts. The first argues 
that Western Man, in emphasizing in- 
tellect and neglecting spirit, has pro- 
duced “a world of sick half-men.” The 
second part contains case studies of 
persons whom Wilson considers religi- 
ous. These persons present a strange 





ROME AND THE SPIRIT

Both of these books belong to the 
Roman Catholic literature of sanctity. 
They fall in the same broad category 
as A Treatise on the Imitation of Christ, 
by Thomas a Kempis. 

Both volumes make occasional allu- 
sions to concepts that are repugnant to 
Protestants, such as the mediatorial 
ministry of the Virgin Mary and the 
transubstantiation that allegedly occurs 
when the bread and wine literally be- 
come Christ’s body. However, it is not 
within the purpose of either author to 
argue or to stress these points. 

In Live in the Holy Spirit the princi- 
pal concern of the author is to confront 
the reality and totality of the Chris- 
tian’s commitment to God. This con- 
cern is ably and relevantly communi- 
cated. The terms of its communication 
are direct and specific, including down- 
to-earth counsel concerning those per- 
sonal and group disciplines which, as 
we “live in the Holy Spirit,” give both 
effect and effectiveness to our commit- 
ment. Many of our author’s insights are 
so startlingly clear and biblical that one 
wishes they might be better appreciated 
in our Reformed circles. Consider this 
sentence from “Beware of the Heresy 
of Works:” “Our activity is pleasing to 
God in the exact measure in which it 
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is the overflow of our union with Him.” 

I found the chapter entitled “Check- 
ing Up on Your Weekly Confession” 
both stimulating and searching. It rests 
upon a thesis that I have often 
pondered: that most formalized con- 
fession of sin, whether Roman or Re- 
formed, is sterile because (a) it is not 
specific and (b) it does not seriously 
contemplate amendment. 

Unfortunately there underlies the 
whole book the unwarranted, unbiblical 
assumption that full commitment and 
the Holy Spirit’s fullness are for the “re- 
ligious,” that is, for those who have 
abandoned the ordinary vocations in 
favor of the various holy orders. The 
New Testament knows no such distinc- 
tion. Both its claim and its offer are for 
all believers. Thus only wi!l the whole 
of life be sanctified. 

In The Sanctifier the intrusion of 
“Marianism” (some would say “Mari- 
olatry”) is so phrased as to be particu- 
larly offensive. Nevertheless, there are 
pages on end where no peculiarly Ro- 
manist views are present, but where the 
inner life of the believer is explored 
with skill and subtlety. 

The treatment of the subject of the 
Holy Spirit in sanctification is fourfold. 
“True Devotion to the Holy Spirit” is 
the title of Section I, this devotion 
being defined as the eagerness “to pos- 
sess Him and to let oneself be possessed 
by Him” (p. 114). 

In Section II, entitled “The Gifts,” 
the position is taken that there are 
“supernatural realities,” such as “wis- 
dom,” “understanding,” “counsel,” “for- 


titude,” “knowledge,” and “godliness” 
(or “piety’) through which the Holy 
Spirit carries forward His sanctifying 
work of “forming Jesus” in the soul. 
These “gifts” are described as “divine 
receivers for picking up His inspira- 
tions.” 

Section III is called “The Fruits.” 
The treatment includes, but also ex- 
ceeds, the list of the Spirit’s fruits given 
in the Epistle to the Galatians. It em- 
braces the consolations of the Spirit, 
such as the “joy of freedom,” the “joy 
of pain,” the “consolation of union.” 
One chapter in this section will drive 
many a reader (it did this one!) to his 
dictionary. “Longanimity” is the word. 
It is defined by the author as “the fruit 
of hope,” consisting in “knowing how 
to hope and even to find an intimate 
satisfaction, a secret delight, in the 
slowness of God.” 

The final section is a treatment of 
“The Beatitudes.” Here one finds a 
wholesome recognition of the “relative 
perfection” by which the Christian life 
is characterized when there is the 
“single eye,” the “pure heart,” the con- 
sent to being crucified with Christ, not 
merely judicially but experientially. In 
a vivid piece of phrasing the believer’s 
life of holiness is described as “a 
holocaust of love to the Heavenly 
Father.” “In the arms of the Cross” we 
find “the supreme secret of human life” 
(p. 316). 

Both of these volumes, possessed, as 
they are, of real merit, are for the more 
mature Christian. Both must be read 
with a vigilant eye, for the tares, though 
few, are mixed with the wheat.

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menage; for instance, Jacob Boehme 
and Blaise Pascal join George Bernard 
Shaw and Alfred North Whitehead. 

Wilson attempts to show that all 
these and similar men rebelled against 
society to achieve an involvement with 
spirituality. Their form of religion, 
Wilson believes, was existential; hence, 
he asserts that a new, existential reli- 
gion is the hope of contemporary man. 
For him, “existentialism clearly plays 
the same role in the 20th century that 
Christianity played in the Roman Em- 
pire in the first century.” 

Wilson has done well to state em- 
phaticaly what many persons have felt: 
“Civilization cannot continue in its 
present muddling, shortsighted way, 
producing better and better refrigera- 
tors, wider and wider cinema screens, 
and steadily draining men of all sense 
of a life of the spirit.” But the weakness 
of his solution lies in the weakness of 
existentialism. In existentialism there 
is no final goal for man; existential 
man must run—not to any objective 
purpose or system—hence hopelessly. 
Even Wilson admits, “Religion is not 
an end; it is only a rest-house on the 
way.” 

As an analysis of the malaise of con- 
temporary society, the book is success- 
ful. As a plea for a respectful attitude 
toward religion, the book is eloquent. 
But as an attempt to build religion 
without revelation, the book is a fail- 
ure.

WHICH BOOKS BELONG IN THE 
BIBLE? Floyd V. Filson. West- 
minster. 174 pp. $3.

This capable popular study from 
the neo-orthodox viewpoint was given 
as the Stone Lectures at Princeton 
Seminary in 1956. The author is New 
Testament Professor at McCormick 


Seminary. 
The book departs from the old 
Protestant principle that inspiration 


determines canonicity. Indeed he ob- 
jects to “any theory of inerrancy.” 
He openly adopts the higher criticism 
of the Old Testament including the 
late date of Daniel. In line with this, 
he denies truly predictive prophecy, 
thus outlawing direct Messianic 
prophecy. 

His arguments sometimes fail be- 
cause he builds on silence. As one 
example, he tells which books the 
“prophetic collection” contained in the 
second century B.C. though we have 
absolutely no listing from that day. 
Actually his hint that some of the 
collection of the Writings (the third 
part of the present Hebrew canon) 
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were non-canonical among the Dead 
Sea Essenes has been contradicted by 
later evidence. 

He does adequately and accurately 
give the evidence against accepting 
the Apocrypha. 

His view is that the Bible is God’s 
Word as it became God’s Word to us 
by the Holy Spirit and as it explains 
the “decisive act of God in Christ.” 
This is not really the older doctrine 
of the inner testimony of the Holy 
Spirit which is an influence of the 
Spirit opening our eyes to see the 
full truth of the objective revelation. 

Perhaps even a deeper objection can 
be registered. This is not a book on 
Christology, but a low Christology of 
the neo-orthodox type seems evi- 
denced. Over a dozen times he speaks 
of “God in Christ” or Christ as “God’s 
event.” If he believes the historic 
view of the divine and human natures 
in Christ, he conceals it well. And 
he rather obviously deprecates the 
substitutionary atonement in his treat- 
ment of the Pentateuchal sacrifices. 


All in all, it is an interesting pres- 
entation of neo-orthodox thought. Be- 
cause of its popular nature,.it states 
as fact some points that could be con- 
siderably debated. A weakness in its 
treatment of the New Testament 
canon is that it does not at all in- 
vestigate the New Testament teaching 
on this subject.

Meeting the Needs of Grown-ups 


GROUP DYNAMICS IN EVANGELISM. 
Paul M. Miller. Herald. 220 pp. 
$3.50.

Miller invokes group dynamics, the 
latest “discovery” of adult Christian ed- 
ucation, to tell us what some of us have 
long suspected: that unsaved men and 
women may be loved into receiving 
Christ by being drawn into the fellow- 
ship of the local Christian group and 
given a convincing demonstration of 
Christian faith in action. “The group 
which has the courage to practice love 
to the uttermost,” says the author, “is 
the group which will be best able to 
evangelize.” 

Unfortunately, Miller’s book will be 
of little practical value to a layman. 
This is partly due to his use of the 
“generally recognized terminology” of 
the group dynamics field. Such phrases 
as “deep, flashing subverbal dialogue” 
and “the primary word” will, to the 
lay reader, give “more heat than light” 
(to borrow a subhead from the book). 

Then, too, Miller does not really get 
down to his specific subject until his last 
two chapters, which are excellent and 
at times even practical. He devotes his 
first 130 pages to a general re-hash of 
the whole subject of group dynamics 
(including a potent section of “When 
the Discussion Method Will Not Work” 
and a brief defense of pacifism). Little 


of this material is relevant to his thesis: 
“New group members can be led to a 
personal faith, to a transforming en- 
counter with the living Christ, just by 
the dynamics which operate within the 
Christian group, if that group will live 
out the demands of the gospel of limit- 
less love, bear witness to it in simple 
heartfelt testimony, and honor the 
Christ whose presence moves among 
them.” 

A lucid, straightforward, down-to- 
earth exposition of this premise would 
be an extraordinarily helpful volume, 
but Mr. Miller’s book is not it. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION OF ADULTS. 
Earl F. Zeigler. Westminster. 142 
pp. $2.75.

“Adult Christian education is the en- 
listment and guidance of adults in their 
own spiritual maturing,” and its goal 
is “Christian living,” says this leader- 
ship training text. This goal is best 
achieved through the interaction of 
minds in koinonia (fellowship) in a 
group of men and women who share 
kindred interests. 

A Council on Adult Work, serving 
under the Christian Education Com- 
mittee, should direct local church work 
for men and women. The Council will 
survey the adult population of the 
church, set up objectives, and chart a

In a refreshingly scholarly way the 
author has investigated the well springs 
of the Christian artistic tradition, not 
only in the catacombs of Rome, but in 
such centers of early Christian influ- 
ence as Alexandria, Antioch and Eph- 
esus. 

From these eastern sites he has 
traced the development of the Byzan- 
tine tradition through Asia Minor and 
eastern Europe, which in turn has 
passed intact to the west in Carolingian 
and Ottonian days. 

Additional material on late Byzan- 
tine painting in the Balkans and Greece 
is of added interest. To the copious 
footnotes, bibliography and index are 
added four color plates, 93 halftone 
illustrations, 21 line drawings and maps 
on the end sheets.

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course by which they may be achieved. 
It will study existing church organiza- 
tions and evaluate frankly the results 
they are achieving.

In the learning process, participation 
is vital. Group leaders will plan and 
work with, not for, their groups. The 
lecture method, competently used un- 
der the proper circumstances, is not 
without value, and “discussion tech- 
niques do have their limitations,” but 
each member of a group has a right 
“to arrive at conclusions hammered out 
in the exchange of experiences . . . un- 
der the guidance of the Holy Spirit.” 
Learning groups will be fluid, not sta- 
tic, forming and re-forming themselves 
in accordance with the changing needs 
of their members, who will be free to 
elect whatever courses of study or ac- 
tivity interest them. 

Readers may be inclined to throw 
the baby out with the bath water be- 
cause Dr. Zeigler regards dramatic 
skits, the study of architecture, and oc- 
cupation with hobbies as valid activi- 
ties in a Christian education program. 
The book is challenging, however, for 
its clear statement of the intellectual, 
social, and spiritual needs of young, 
middle-aged, and older adults. It gives 
a blueprint of a workable program to 
reach men and women for Christ and 
His Church.

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HOW THE CHURCH CAN HELP 
WHERE DELINQUENCY BEGINS. 
Guy L. Roberts. John Knox. 157 
pp. $3.

“Is your child a potential delinquent? 
Yes, and so is mine,” answers the au- 
thor of this provocative and timely 
book published early this year by the 
John Knox Press (Presbyterian). Ap- 
ropos of the book’s thesis and of the 
author’s keen insights into today’s 
youth, the dedication is “to all problem 
children who have not found adequate 
help in the solution of their problems— 
to the confused and distressed, to those 
who would like to go straight but keep 
messing up and don’t know why.” 

Actually, the book addresses itself to 
the much larger issue of the role of the 
church in delinquency prevention but 
uses as an effective springboard for dis- 
cussion the case studies of five indi- 
vidual Protestant delinquents who 
were a part of a study made at the 
University of Pittsburgh in 1952. With 
these five children, as with most of the 
delinquents in your home community 
and mine, the church had its chance 
and failed, according to the author. 
This has been true also in my experi- 
ence with wards of one large metropol- 
itan juvenile court in America. Dr. 


Roberts believes, however, that the at- 
titudes of these youngsters toward the 
church and religion are such “that the 
Church still has the opportunity of 
playing a vital role in their social re- 
habilitation.” 

The author, a member of the Metho- 
dist clergy, is a former Army chaplain 
whose concern with delinquent be- 
havior began in service. Specializing in 
psychology and counseling within the 
broader fields of education and reli- 
gion, Dr. Roberts earned his Ph.D. de- 
gree at Pittsburgh. The author evi- 
dences an excellent command both of 
the dynamics of defiant behavior and 
of the technical literature in the field, 
valuable portions of which are shared 
in the form of a helpful bibliography. 

Unfortunately, the examples cited of 
positive, practical action on the part of 
churches in preventing and/or “treat- 
ing” delinquency include none of our 
evangelical churches. Therein rests a 
validly disturbing challenge. By the 
same token, there was conspicuously 
missing in the author’s presentation the 
heart of the evangelical message— 
Jesus Christ, the Redeemer of all man- 
kind, whose redemption includes much 
more than rehabilitation only!

THE PRESENCE OF ETERNITY: HIS- 
TORY AND ESCHATOLOGY. Rudolf 
Bultmann. Harper. 171 pp. $3.

This latest volume from the distin- 
guished German theologian, who for 
more than 30 years held the position 
of Professor of the New Testament 
and early Christian History at the 
University of Marburg, comprises the 
1955 Gifford Lectures delivered at the 
University of Edinburgh. 

One of the earliest advocates of form 
criticism, the author has close affinities 
with the existentialist philosopher 
Martin Heidegger. This can be seen in 
his Theology of the New Testament 
where he presents the mission of Jesus 
as the existential confronting of the in- 
dividual with the immediate presence 
of God and the requiring of a decision 
in the light of the eschatological oc- 
currence. His proposal that the New 
Testament, in order to be understood 
by the scientific man of today, requires 
“demythologization” has been made 
difficult and perplexing to the English 
student because of the problem of dif- 
ferentiating between existentiell and 
existential, and between geschichtlich 
and historisch. It was hoped, therefore, 
that {n this, Bultmann’s first writing in 
English, his position would be made 
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explicit. Theoretically this has been 
achieved, but practically there has been 
little further clarification of his over- 
all position. 

Bultmann’s thesis is that man can- 
not answer the question of the mean- 
ing of history in its totality because 
he does not stand outside of it but 
within it. Differentiating the Greek 
view which sees history as analogous 
to nature (cyclic) and ruled by imma- 
nent laws, from the Jewish which in- 
terprets it as the intention and plan of 
God, who as Creator and Ruler is lead- 
ing it to its goal (teleological), he pro- 
poses that in early Christianity, history 
was swallowed by eschatology. Paul 
emphasized the historicity of man, the 
fact that man gains his essence in his 
decisions, that he is constantly between 
the “no longer” and the “not yet.” 

Gradually, this teleological view of 
history was secularized (moralistically 
by Kant, materialistically by Marx, 
naturalistically by historicism), prog- 
ress replacing the doctrine of provi- 
dence. Of the many philosophers of his- 
tory discussed (from Vico to Toynbee), 
Bultmann looks most approvingly at 
R. G. Collingwood, who insisted that 
the object of historical knowledge is 
not a mere object but an activity of 
thought which can be known only as 


the knowing mind re-enacts it and 
knows itself in so doing. 

This volume is a provocative and 
profound contribution by a first rate 
scholar to the growing corpus of liter- 
ature which attempts to explore the 
meaning of history from a distinctively 
biblical point of view, utilizing such 
concepts as eschatology, decision, telos, 
solidarity (“in the flesh,” “in Adam,” 
“in Christ”) and will richly repay close 
scrutiny. At the same time it demon- 
strates quite tellingly the fact that 
Bultmann operates with philosophic 
assumptions and premises which at the 
particular and concrete level are inimi- 
cal to the intentions and purposes of 
the biblical accounts.

Bible is not about you, all of it is for 
you. “Now these things [Old Testament 
experiences] happened unto them for 
examples: and they are written for our 
admonition, upon whom the ends of the 
world [ages] are come” (I Cor. 10:11). 

When the Scripture for the day has 


been read, it should be put into practice 
in the life. For not only is all Scripture 
given by inspiration of God for our 
profit unto every good work, but the 
Bible is a living and powerful book 
which discerns the thoughts and intents 
of the heart. We are to be hearers of the 
Word, but we are to be doers of it also 
(Jas. 1:22). It is God’s will for every 
child .of His that His Word should be 
translated into the life. This ‘state is 
realized through the reading and assim- 
ilation of the Scriptures. 

The British evangelist, Tom Rees, 
emphasizing the need of reflecting 
throughout the day upon what one has 
read in the morning, cited Psalm 62:11: 
“God hath spoken once; twice have I 
heard this; that power belongeth unto 
God.” “How,” Mr. Rees asked, “could 
David have heard twice what God 
spoke only once? He heard it first when 
God spoke; he heard it again as he 
meditated upon God’s words.” So do all 
of us need to ruminate upon the Word 
of God that we have read. 

The question is often asked: “What 
is the best translation of the Bible?” 
The best translation of the Scriptures is 
the man or woman who lives a godly 
life in accord with God’s Word. And 
such a life can only be lived by those 
who are saturated with the Bible.

other missionaries are taken into the 
Atshuara village in the Missionary Avi- 
ation Fellowship planes. 

It was a spine-tingling experience for 
me to land on this tiny airstrip. The 
plane swooped in, barely over the roof 
of the communal house in which the 
Atshuaras live together as one big fam- 
ily. 

The Atshuaras literally greeted us 
with open arms and marched us to their 
house. Marj Saint and I were their 
friends because of their confidence in 
Frank Drown. The visitors were offered 
chicha, a fermented drink that makes 
up an important part of the jungle In- 
dian’s diet, and other gifts to show hos- 
pitality. 

The surroundings were not pleasant; 
filth and squalor were on every hand. 
But even here the gospel had been vic- 
torious. 

The day we arrived, we learned that 
five Atshuara women, including two of 
the chief's wives, had confessed their 
faith in Christ. 

Who had witnessed to them? Who 
had patiently shown them the way of 
salvation? In the answer to that question 
lay one of the most thrilling incidents 
of my visit to the jungles. 

From the little Jivaro church at 
Macuma, one of the elders had come 
with the gospel. Previously the Jivaros 
had often come to the Atshuara village 
with murder in their hearts. Now one 
of the Christian elders had come to 
dreaded enemies with the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. And after a week of wit- 
nessing, five Atshuara women had 
taken their stand for Christ. 

This was to me the crowning evi- 
dence of gospel conquest in Ecuador. 

The former Jivaro headshrinkers had 
become not only saints, but soul-win- 
ners, bearing witness to enemy head- 
shrinkers of the love of Jesus Christ.

evidenced a great fire. At the bottom 
of three feet of mud and ashes we 
found a sizable collection of pottery 
remains, datable to approximately 730 
years before Christ. In II Kings 15: 
29 we read of the tremendous con- 
quest of Israel by Tiglath-pileser, king 
of Assyria. The record there tells us 
that he destroyed Hazor. Here then is 
archaeological supplementation of the 
biblical record. The mound tells us 
that he destroyed it with a mighty fire. 

What do, all these excavations tell 
us about the history of Bible lands? In

selves in villages, leaving the cave- 
dwelling stage. This means that they 


changed from a food-gathering to a © 


food-producing society. Furthermore, 
it is now very well known that in this 


period the inhabitants of Palestine had | 


many shrines and gods. They were not 
animists. This goes counter to many 
earlier opinions. 

Not long before 4,000 B.C. man in- 
vented pottery and used it for the first 
time. 

About a thousand years later he had 
invented the first system of writing. At 
about the same time he»was able to 
use bronze implements, and so, during 
the third millennium B.C., we have 
the start of the Bronze Age. City 
states were developed and armies 
moved throughout the Middle East. 

At the end of the third millennium 
there was a tremendous invasion of 
Palestine. The invasion wiped out the 
entire early bronze age civilization. 
This was followed for nearly 500 
years by a time in which Palestine 
was not strong or developing. Perhaps 
these disturbances throughout the en- 
tire Middle East were the human ele- 
ment used by God to move Abraham 
from Ur to Haran to Palestine. 

From 1900 to about 1550 B.C. a 
new civilization was dominant in Pal- 
estine, the Middle Bronze Age. The 
Middle Bronze Age was the period of 
the dominance of the Hyksos, the 
founders of the earliest city on the 
plain north of the mound of Hazor. 
From the Hyksos came the shepherd 
kings of Egypt in the time of Joseph. 
This Middle Bronze Age was the time 
of greatest prosperity in Palestine. 
Since this is the time of the Patriarchs, 
we can expect a great deal of infor- 
mation from current excavations going 
on in Palestine, many of which relate 
to this Middle Bronze Age period. 

With the tenth century we come 
into the time of David and Solomon. 
Yadin’s work at Hazor and Free’s 
work at Dothan are making tremen- 
dous contributions toward our under- 
standing of this period. Even the Per- 
sian period, until recently the darkest 
of the Palestinian ones, is having light 
thrown on it from several of the ex- 
cavations. 

Archaeology has changed many a 
scholar’s regard for the Bible. 

When Wellhausen developed his 
theories regarding: the reconstruction 
of the origin of the Bible in the last 
quarter of the last century, archae- 
ology was still in its infancy. At that 
time these reconstructiom theories did 
much to undermine confidence in the 
Bible, but Archaeologist Albright has 
shown quite conclusively that Well- 
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hausen’s developmental scheme does 
not fit the facts. 

Of course, this does not mean that 
all liberal critics have returned to the 
historical attitude toward the Bible. 
The school of Alt and his pupil Mar- 
tin Noth, making use of form-criti- 
cism, has tried to reconstruct the 
history of early Israel entirely by an in- 
ternal form-critical and tradition-his- 
tory method. By such attempts, the 
early chapters of the Bible are merely 
a cultic legend, and the Bible is merely 
the cultic use of historical tradition. 

Is the Bible merely cultic history or 
a document upon which we have to 
practice form-criticism in order to get 
back to the real history? We have such 
literary forms today. One might write 
a historical novel of either a true or 
an imagined historical item. After the 
event, no one could tell whether the 
basic historical items in the novel 
were invented or whether they actu- 
ally had taken place. That is, no one 
could do this unless he were able 
to control the history by external 
sources. 

In the attempt of the scholars to 
reconstruct the history of Israel, ar- 
chaeology is the one external tool 
available. Literally tremendous is the 
information that archaeology is bring- 
ing to light to help in the reconstruc- 
tion of the story of Israel. Not only 
does it show the dependability of the 
record of the Bible, but it makes the 
interpretation of the text more mean- 
ingful. During the next few years, as 
this great body of material becomes 
published and is reworked from the 
synthetic point of view, those interested 
in the life and times of the Bible will 
find books which will become ex- 
tremely useful.

ness for God. In the Christian life this 
can have only two results: we become 
unconscious imitators selling a second- 
hand gospel, or else we become out- 
and-out hypocrites. 

This is often the underlying reason 
why the unconverted sometimes say of 
personal workers, “They don’t seem 
quite real.” There is a baffling sense of 
not “reaching” them. 

Such a worker may be an expert pur- 
veyor of the “right” phrase, may know 
the plan of salvation forwards and 
backwards, but he follows a strictly se- 
vere regimen of imitating an “image” 
of the Christian he thinks he “ought” 
to be. Just there lies his defeat. 

There can be no sense of “ought” in 
our service for God. Our relationship 
to Christ is likened to a marriage based 
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on love. If such a union is characterized 
by a joyful abandonment of overflow- 
ing love, much more will we, in loving 
God, dismiss all tokens of compulsion 
or attitudes of “I suppose I must... .” 
No, out of heart depths we will cry, 
“IT want nothing, nothing, so much as 
Thy will.” 

“But,” you say, “that is my heart 
cry.” Then, there are clear and plain 
directions in Romans 12. There, we are 
implored to yield. Yield what? Our 
souls? 

No, there can be no separation of 
soul and body, secular and spiritual. 
What God has joined, we cannot sepa- 
rate. So He speaks to us on the only level 
we can truly understand, by saying, “I 
beseech you, by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a living sac- 
rifice. ...” 

“And be not conformed to this 
world. . . .” What an excess of outward 
differences has resulted among groups 
who take it to mean everything pertain- 
ing to fashion, grooming and pleasure. 
The Word’ plainly says it is to be an 
inward change. “But be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your mind.” And 
this change cannot be self-performed. 

Humility is the next step, for when 
the inward change has been accom- 
plished, and we have “presented our 
bodies,” we are urged, “I say to every 
man that is among you, not to think of 
himself more highly than he ought. . . .” 
But on what is our humility to rest? 
Our humility must be built on the fact 
of our differences! “Having then gifts 
differing . . .” or “As we are many mem- 
bers in one body. . .” (vs. 4, 6). 

How free this should make us! How 
eagerly we should take our place in 
God’s family, for in a very real sense 
we are our “brother’s keeper.” But our 
brothers need more than a reflection, 
a smudged carbon, or an echo. 

Christians are a Body. If in that body 
you are a finger, a hand, or a foot, the 
cause of your differing lies in these 
words, “Having then gifts differing ac- 
cording to the grace that is given 
ee 

Has much grace been given you? Be 
sure it is not found in the shallows of 
conformity, nor in the footsteps of 
other Christians. Grace is the most in- 
tensely personal of all God's gifts. 
Grace makes us understand that God 
begins with our nothingness, “For by 
grace are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves; it is the gift of 
God” (Eph. 2:8). 

Is it not easy then to see that when 
God makes scmething out of nothing, 
it will not be a duplicate? 

No, Christianity is not a “call” to 
make others over into our own image, 
but to encircle them by love as “differ- 
ent and distinct” members of that one, 
wonderful Body of believers in Christ!

nounced to the world that there would 
be no summit conference. Several Com- 
munist papers were caught with their 
headlines down, shrilly clamoring for a 
summit conference. What happened? 

When the Middle East crisis broke, 


Khrushchev sent Eisenhower a first 
note, five days after the Lebanon land- 
ings. In it he cried out once more for 
a summit conference, but this time 
specified five nations so that Asia might 
be represented. The line-up: the U.S.A., 
Russia, Great Britain, France, and India. 
That Nehru should be asked to repre- 
sent Asia was a great blow to Mao and 
his prestige, which he could not accept. 
To make it worse, Eisenhower replied 
that he would be glad to have a confer- 
ence under the aegis of the United Na- 
tions Security Council, of which Na- 
tionalist China is a member. Khrushchev 
was on the point of accepting, and in 
fact word was released that he would 
accept. 

At this point, Khruschev suddenly 
took a jet plane from Moscow to Pei- 
ping and remained closeted with Mao for 
four days. The communique at the close 
of this summit conference of the two 
leaders of world Communism is most 
interesting. It described the atmosphere 
as one of “perfect serenity.” The “unity” 
between Mao and Khruschev, it stated 
was “sacred” and “unshakable.” Two 
days later, the Russian completed his 
about-face. He scotched any idea for a 
summit conference that would include 
Nehru. He called for a meeting of the 
U.N. General Assembly instead of the 


Security Council. Then, for the first | 
time, he attacked the Security Council ” 


as “virtually paralyzed” because of the 
presence in its membership of Nation- 
alist China, which he called “a political 
corpse.” 

Perhaps it becomes evident why this 
meeting is selected as the most impor- 


Ld oe 


tant event of 1958. Out of it Mao ~ 
emerged as the stronger of the two | 


Communist dictators. Red China took 
its place as the real leader of Asia and 
as the Communist nation that will bear 
most watching. Indeed, some analysts 
believe that Mao succeeded in wringing 
a promise from Khruschev to back Mao 
in his attack on Quemoy and Matsu. If 
a major war should develop, it would 
be necessary for the two great atomic 
powers to launch attacks against each 
other. China, as the survivor, would be 
in a position to pick up most of the 
pieces. 

For this reason, although Time will 
probably choose De Gaulle, I believe 
General Mao must be considered the 
man of the year. In the last year, he 
has done more than any other man to 
shape the course of world events in the 
months, perhaps years, that lie before 
us. Tito has declared that Mao counts 
on war to consolidate his rule in Asia. 
I am not so sure that this conclusion is

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correct, for I read events in China in a 
different fashion. 

During the past few months I have 
spent a great deal of time reading cur- 
rent books on the Chinese problem, 
written by observers who have been al- 
lowed to go into China and study the 
situation. I have read Amaury de Rien- 
court, The Soul of China; Simone de 
Beauvoir, The Long March; William 
Kinmond, No Dogs in China; and John 
King Fairbank, The United States and 
China. In addition, I have corresponded 
with a foreign friend who has been in 
Red China recently, and through him 
have received communications from 
former British missionaries who have 
kept close contact with Chinese friends. 
Because Britain and other nations have 
recognized Red China, their citizens are 
able to travel there. From these con- 
tacts I have gathered much informa- 
tion about conditions in China and the 
attitudes of objective Christians who do 
not have our American point of view to 
contend with, but who can consider the 
two sides of the question without bias. 

The American policy towards China 
is the most unrealistic of all our foreign 
relations. We are on Formosa because 
we need to be on Formosa, and not be- 
cause of any moral right to be there. 
Nationalist China is a corpse, even as 
Khruschev said, and not to recognize it 
is a fearful error that may produce 
tragedy. If there were a free vote in 
Formosa today, the people would not 
vote for Red China or for Chiang’s gov- 
ernment. They want their island for 
themselves. Chiang and his forces fled 
to Formosa, a land that was occupied by 
Japan for decades, where the people do 
not speak Chiang’s Chinese. (The Na- 
tionalist Chinese speak Mandarin, the 
Formosans, the Foochow dialect.) 
General Mao is justly exercised by our 
occupation of Quemoy and Matsu. Im- 
agine how we would feel if the Rus- 
sians were in full control of Cuba and 
some of the Florida Keys to boot! 

There can be little doubt that Mao 
brought the best government to China 
that this ancient nation has ever had. 
Under no dynasty has there been such 
progress as in the last decade. We recog- 
nize, of course, that Mao is not a Chris- 
tian and does not have Christian ethics, 
that he has been ruthless while consoli- 
dating his power. But he has abolished 
many evils in China. There are no beg- 
gars on the streets of any city, where 
beggars once flourished in mobs. There 
are no dogs in China, and with them 
have gone untold numbers of ver- 
min. There are few flies left in the great 
cities. There are literally millions of 
young trees in new forests on what for 
centuries were brown hills. Most impor- 
tant, there is no graft or corruption 
among officials. 

God’s man of the year is probably 
some totally unknown believer who, in 
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the midst of the world, is winning a tre- 
mendous battle in the invisible war. 
We cannot see with divine eyes, and it 
must be understood that our choice of 
General Mao is strictly from the cri- 
teria of worldly history. The man who 
can bring Khruschev across Asia to his 
doorstep and cause him to reverse his 
policy before the whole world has re- 
vealed himself in a place of power that 
is unbelievably great, when we consider 
that he rules over one out of every five 
members of the human race. 

The purpose of this article is to sur- 
vey the political and social trends of 
the year and to point to the general flow 
of events in such a way that the average 
believer who may not have as much 
time as we do to keep abreast of the 
news of the whole world can glance at 
the milepost which we are passing and 
know how far we have come along the 
way. All that is truly good in this world 
has come because the Lord Jesus Christ 
has blessed those who have been willing 
to let Him bless them. All that is evil in 
the world*has come from the fact that 
men have chosen to go their own way 
rather than to seek guidance from Him. 
In our individual hearts let us worship 
and seek to walk in the path of His will.

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conclusion of a far different order. 

The Christian, indwelt by the Holy 
Spirit, is not free from this temptation, 
for he still has remnants of pride in his 
heart which, if unchecked, encourage 
him to side-step the unequivocal bibli- 
cal message that all pride is sin and that 
man must glory only in the Cross. Con- 
sequently, the Christian is utterly de- 
pendent upon the indwelling Holy 
Spirit to check these remnants of pride 
as he studies the Bible. Only the Holy 
Spirit provides the Christian with the 
ability to be honest with the textual and 
historical data so that he can come to an 
understanding of what the Bible means. 
Likewise, the Holy Spirit gives the 
Christian the experience of the truths 
taught in the Bible so that he can more 
readily grasp them and thus account 
them as true. Yet the resultant interpre- 
tation of Christian experience must al- 
ways depend simply on the objective 
data of the text and not on one’s per- 
sonal experience. 

Thus we conclude that the Holy 
Spirit is essential for accurate biblical 
interpretation, not because He imparts 
a meaning which cannot be ascertained 
from the text itself, but because in over- 
coming our sinful pride He enables us 
to accept the biblical message of salva- 
tion by grace alone as the very truth of 
God.
